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Petro’s threatened with 
revocation of license

Petro’s Seafoods & Deli, 16 
Post Office Ave., was threatened 
by selectmen Monday night with 
revocation of its common vict- 
ualer’s license after owner 
Nicholas Valhouli failed to 
attend a hearing regarding his 
serving alcohol without a license 
during a recent function at the 
restaurant. 

The board voted 3-2 to consid- 
er revoking the license at its next 
meeting on Monday, May 9. 

The restaurant served wine 
during “The Big Smoke” night, a 
function featuring cigar smok- 
ing, wine and food on March 31. 
But an alcohol license must be 
issued by the Board of Selectmen 
to serve wine, even if it’s just a 
one-day license, and Mr. Val- 
houli did not get one. 


Town Clerk Randy Hanson 
sent Mr. Valhouli a letter 
advising him of the bylaw viola- 
tion, and which clearly stated 
that selectmen would conduct a 
hearing Monday night regarding 
the violation. His presence was 
requested and he was advised 
that he might want to consider 
bringing legal counsel. Mr. Val- 
houli did neither. 

Ms. Hanson said Monday 
night that Mr. Valhouli had 
called her after receiving the let- 
ter and discussed the violation 
and need for a license with her, 
but he did not indicate whether 
he would attend the hearing. 


Mr. Valhouli said Tuesday he 
“had cardiac arrest” when told 
he’d missed the hearing. He said 
he thought the meeting was 
Tuesday. “That’s why I wasn’t 
there last night,” Mr. Valhouli 
said. “I was planning on going.” 

He called some of the select- 
men Tuesday and explained and 
apologized. He was involved in 
the biggest food show of the year 
in Boston last weekend, but was 
back in Andover Monday night 
and could have attended, he said. 

The bottom line is, the next 
meeting he will be there and dis- 
cuss the course of events for the 
evening he served the wine, apol- 
ogize for the mistake and assure 
board members that it won’t hap- 
pen again. 


Mr. Valhouli said he did not 
understand that his pouring 
complimentary wine for his cus- 
tomers required an alcohol 
license. The restaurant is nor- 
mally a BYOB establishment. 

At least three selectmen felt 
jilted enough Monday night to 
vote to consider revoking Mr. 
Valhouli’s common victualer’s 


. license. Ms. Hanson-said that the 


license allows Petro’s to have 


tables and serve meals for con- 
sumption on the premises. With- 
out the license, Petro’s would 
only be able to provide take-out 
deli service. 

Selectman James Barenboim 
was the first to suggest consider- 
ing the revocation. 

“T think that we have bent 
over backwards for this particu- 
lar person. I think personally, I'd 
like to know what the procedure 
is for taking the common vict- 
ualer’s license away from 
(Petro’s),” Mr. Barenboim said. 

He referred to other issues the 
town has tried to resolve with 
Mr. Valhouli in the past, such as 
the time when Mr. Valhouli 
operated without the proper per- 
mits from the building depart- 


ment after expanding the size of 


his restaurant last year. 


Selectman Charles Wesson 
balked at the prospect of revok- 
ing the license, saying that Mr. 
Valhouli is a young 
entrepreneur trying to improve 
his business and that he should 
be given another chance, 

Mr. Barenboim disagreed, 
saying that the letter was clear 
and that Mr. Valhouli had been 
given the benefit of the doubt 
three times in the past few 
months regarding other permit- 
ting and operating issues. He rec- 
ommended sending another let- 
ter advising Mr. Valhouli of the 
board’s intention to discuss 
revoking his license. 

Bill Downs leaned toward Mr. 
Wesson on the side of caution 
and recommended a toned-down 
letter be sent, while Larry 
Larsen sided with Mr. Baren- 
boim, pointing out Mr. Val- 
houli’s “solicitous” behavior 
toward the board on this and oth- 
er issues. 

The hearing on Petro’s fol- 
lowed two others for liquor in 
which the board voted to issue 
letters of reprimand to two 
liquor stores after they were 
nabbed in a police sting opera- 
tion for selling liquor to a minor. 
Chairman Gerald Silverman said 
that either of those establish- 
ments would have been closed 
for a period of time if they had 
had a previous record of similar 
activity, and that Petro’s should 
be held to the same standard. He 
slammed Mr, Valhouli for not 
showing up for “a command per- 
formance.” 

“And that’s what this was. He 
ought to be here,” Mr. Silverman 
said. “I agree with Jim, that the 
letter should talk about revoking 
it — the common victualer’s 
license.” 

“If he doesn’t know the rules, 
then. he should find out what the 
rules are,” Mr, Silverman said.

Jeff A. Smith of 7 River St. said 
residents passed around a petition 
last week protesting the new use of 
the whistles and gave it to Town 
Manager Buzz Stapezynski with 54 
names on it. 

The petition says the residents see 
no need for “this whistle blowing 
routine,” said Ann Powell, Mr. 
Smith’s wife. Ms. Powell and Mr. 
Taylor both said the use of whistles 
during early morning hours by 
northbound trains just started about 
two weeks ago. 

Mr. Taylor said northbound trains 
first blow the whistles at Lowell 
Junction then again at Andover 
Street. 

“They weren't blowing them at 
Andover Street before,” Mr. Taylor 
said. “Everything that comes 
through blows its whistle — about 
four times for each train — loud,” 

Beginning back in fall of 1992, sev- 
eral neighbors all along the line com- 
plained that trains were blowing 
whistles louder and longer as they 
passed through town. Selectmen 


applied to the state Department of 


Public Utilities for a ban on the whis-

tle blowing in town, or at least 
between the hours of midnight and 6 
a.m. The DPU last month denied the 
request, but did allow for commuter 
trains headed southbound not to 
blow the whistles at the Essex Street 
and Andover Street crossings, since 
the trains stop at the stations before 
each of those two crossings anyway. 
That reduced the number of whis- 
tles by 104 a week, That's for eight 
trains each weekday at two stops, 
which is 16 whistles a day for five 
days or 80 whistles. Another six 
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trains a day will not blow the whis- 
tles on Saturday and Sunday, for a 
total of 104 fewer whistles each week. 

But the commuter trains will still 
blow the whistles at Austin Avenue 
and at Lowell Junction Road, and at 
all crossings when traveling out- 
bound. Freight trains will also con- 
tinue to blow whistles at all cross- 
ings. 

Tom Urbelis, town counsel, 
attended the public hearing here in 
town last year and all the hearings at 
the DPU on the whistle blowing, and 
doesn’t know of any change from 
past policy or practice. But Mr. 
Urbelis said there is one hope for 
Ballardvale residents who are 
against the whistle blowing. 

The town had asked the DPU to 
check its files for waivers that might 
have been issued in the past, exempt- 
ing trains from blowing whistles in 
Andover. It wasn’t until the last day 
of the hearings in Boston that the 
DPU found a 1913 order from the 
Railroad Commission exempting 
trains from blowing whistles at 
Andover Street in Ballardvale under 
certain circumstances. 

But the DPU said that order 
doesn't apply to Tewksbury Street, 
which is part of the same crossing, 
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and said the trains still must blow whistles 
at that crossing. 

“We have filed with the DPU an appeal of 
the portion of the decision related to Ballard- 
vale,” Mr. Urbelis said. 

Mr. Urbelis said that, other than the 
change for southbound commuter trains, 
nothing in the hearing process allows or 
directs the trains to do anything different 
from previous procedure. 

Tim Shevlin, executive director of the 
DPU, agreed, but said the trains should have 
been blowing the whistles all along. 

“The rule is you blow whistles at all cross- 
ings unless the DPU says it’s OK to turn the 
whistles off,” Mr. Shevlin said last Friday. 

The rules call for the trains to blow four 
blasts — two long, one short and one long — at 
each crossing, according to Mr. Shevlin. 

“That should be all the time everywhere,” 
he said. 

If the freight trains weren't blowing the 
whistles during the early morning hours 
before, that was wrong, Mr. Shevlin said. 


He said it is possible that due to all the 
attention focused on the whistle blowing in 
Andover, the engineers are now being more 
diligent in blowing the whistles at all the 
crossings.

SHED, Kid’s Club — 
looking to expand 


By Neil Fater 

Like the children who have attended 
them, the Shawsheen Extended Day and 
Kid's Club programs are growing up, and 
administrators are trying to minimize the 
growing pains. 

According to program administrator Syd- 
ney Bialo, those involved with the programs 
would like to see them expand to welcome 
children currently on waiting lists. The 
problem is finding a confirmed location for 
the programs to use next year. 

Because the school department is plan- 
ning to fully utilize Shawsheen School space, 
the after-school programs for third-, fourth- 
and fifth-grade children must be relocated. 

The K-2 programs will remain where they 
are, and the before-school programs will all 
continue to be held at Shawsheen. 

After discussions with Mark McQuillan, 
superintendent of schools, and public school 
principals, it was determined that the new 
team room, health room, cooking room and 
art rooms at West Middle School are the ide- 
al spaces for Kid’s Club third- through fifth- 
graders to share with the public school. 

However, School Committee members let 
Ms. Bialo and Paul Finger, chairman of the 
SHED board, know that at the present time 
they cannot support that decision. 

“I go into this with a very positive idea (of 
the extended day programs). I think the 
demonstrated need you talk about is pretty 
obvious to me,” said Lloyd Willey, commit- 
tee member. “I have some difficulty with the 
choice of West Middle School.” 

Mr. Willey suggested that space in an ele- 
mentary school might be more appropriate. 

“In a sense, this is sort of a strategic 
moment in expanding the after-school pro- 
gram,” said Dr. McQuillan. He said a middle 
school was selected because SHED is looking 
to expand its program to sixth- and possibly 
seventh- and eighth-graders in the future.

A vote in favor of starting classes 
Aug. 31 “would be an alteration in 
the contract,” said Tom Meyers, 
head of the teachers’ union. “But it 
would be changing the contract for 
one year and one year only.” 

The other option for the opening 
of the 1994-1995 school year is to have 
preparation days Sept. 1 and 2 and to 
begin school on Sept. 8. With the five 
built-in snow days, the last day of 
school would be June 27. 

“Tt’s truly the decision of the 
teachers. I'm simply going to go on 


whatever the decision of the majori- 
ty is,” said Mr. Meyers. “I feel com- 
fortable with whatever the vote is.” 

Both proposals are structured to 
avoid a first day of school on Rosh 
Hashana, the Jewish new year. 

“It makes economic sense. We 
can’t have the first day of school 
when 10 percent of the students are 
going to be out and maybe 15-18 per- 
cent of the teachers,” said Mr. Wil- 


ley. “You're starting off on the wrong 
foot. It’s silly to do that.” 
Mr. Willey said that because the 


first day is the time students and 
teachers get to know one another and 
their classroom assignments, it is too 
important a day for so many teach- 
ers and students to be absent. 

“It doesn’t matter if 10 percent are 
missing the third day of school, but 
it’s terrible if they are missing the 
first day,” he said. 

The School Committee will vote 
on the calendar proposals at the next 
committee meeting, Tuesday, May 3, 
said Chairman Dick Muller at the 
end of Tuesday night’s meeting.

Observations about South Africa — at the edge of history 


The Rev. James

his past week I 
returned to the

Name change for Andover Unitarians 


At a congregation- 
al meeting vote last 
Sunday, the official 
name of the Unitari- 
an Universalist 
Church of Andover 
was changed to the 
Unitarian Universal- 
ist Congregation in 
Andover.

Sophiatown was 
torn down, every 
building, home, hos- 
pital and church 
bulldozed to a heap 
of rubble. The collec 
tive spirit that was 
Sophiatown was dis 
persed but not extin 
guished. Trevor Hud- 
dleston was forced to 
leave, though he 
returned as a bishop 
and later archbishop 
with a commitment 
to eradicate apart 
heid, which he con 
tinually described as 


evil and contrary to 
the Christian faith. 

Now, in his 82nd 
year, Trevor Huddle- 
ston is at the 
monastery in York- 
shire. He is vibrant, 
energetic and anx 
ious to be in South 
Africa this week to 
cast his vote and 
urge others to the 
polls. A knee injury 
hobbled him and 
forced him to retreat 
to the care of his 
brother monks, 
though he plans to be 
in South Africa for 
Nelson Mandella’s 
institution May 10, 
even if it takes a 
wheelchair to get 
there. 

I was thrilled at 
the prospect of meet 
ing someone who has

Observations about South Africa — at the edge of history — 


this week's vote is a birth, but 
growth and maturation into a 
democratic society is a long 
process. There are three 
myths many westerners make 
about apartheid that will be 
uncovered as South Africa 
moves beyond the elections. 
The first is that the redistribu- 
tion of land is the way to cor- 
rect economic injustices of the 
past. Economic interrelated- 
ness is a highly complex topic 
and the 
inequities will not occur with 


simple solutions. As I myself 


saw in Zimbabwe several 
years ago, the people most 
likely to be hurt by ideologi- 
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cally driven redistribution of 
land are those who are most 
vulnerable: tenant farm fami- 
lies and the great numbers of 
women migrant farm workers. 

The second myth is that 
apartheid has operated on a 
“separate but equal” basis. To 
suggest that blacks and whites 
have had equal access to edu- 
cation or economic opportuni- 
ty is to ignore the issue of 
class, which the vote this week 
will not erase. 

The third myth is that 
South Africa, freed from the 
yoke of apartheid, will func- 
tion as a unified African com- 
munity. Such a view neglects 
to take into account the obsta- 
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cles of power, status, gender, 
geography and history. 

It is a long way from the 
streets of Johannesburg, 
Capetown or Soweto to the 
streets of Boston, Lawrence or 
Andover. But I believe that the 
issues post-election South 
Africa faces are the same that 
we must address to mend the 
fraying fabric of American 
society. A redistribution of 
wealth, modeled for Christians 
in the fourth chapter of the 
Book of the Acts of the Apos- 
tles, is part of what achieving 
“economic justice” is all about. 
But slogans and simplistic 
solutions will only hurt the 
most vulnerable members of

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our society. To achieve a just 
society, we will all have to con- 
tend with complexity. We 
allow ourselves to be deluded 


into believing that in each of 


our towns and cities there 
exists equal opportunity for 
all. Americans have never 
been comfortable discussing

Finally, 
community we are expressing 
a very worthy goal, but not 
current reality. The obstacles 
of power, status, gender, geog- 
raphy and history separate us 
as surely as our sisters and 
brothers in South Africa.

nity today. That implies not 
only our interdependence on 
people we do not know and 
will never see face to face. It 
also means that many of the

Their struggles and solu- 
tions are a part of a human 
drama in which we are players 
as well. What word of advice 
can we take from the elections 
in South Africa this week? I 
believe Archbishop Huddle- 
ston has such a word for us:

accepted a patrolman’s position with 
the Lowell Police Department and 
started work in Lowell last Sunday. 

He resigned here because of the dis- 
crimination and complete inaction by 
the department and the town to 
address the problem, he said this week. 

The greivances he filed were passed 
from Lt. Phillip Froburg, operations 
commander, to Chief James Johnson 
and up to Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski and for 10 months, until he 
handed in his resignation last week, 
none of them or anyone else in a posi- 
tion of authority even asked him what 
the problem was, according to the 
patrolman. 

“No one ever came and asked me 
about it. It just got denied right up the 
ladder, all the way up to the town-man- 
ager level,” Officer Hickman said.

The 
initial reprimand against him was 
deleted from his file after two months 
by the town manager, but his concerns 
were not addressed, Officer Hickman 
said. 

“Then, two weeks later, I get zapped 
again,” he said. ‘ 

When the “harrassment” continued, 
he filed two additional grievances and 
the discrimination suit. 

The grievances were denied by Mr. 
Stapezynski last month after a Febru- 
ary hearing. They are now going to 
arbitration. 

The MCAD complaint is still active 
and he will pursue it, Officer Hickman 
said, 

“Definitely. I've pursued it for 10 
months. I’m not going; to.stop now.”

The initial reprimand filed against 
Officer Hickman was for not answer- 
ing his portable radio in a timely man- 
ner while out of the cruiser on a dinner 
break, he said. 

The department has had radio prob- 
lems consistantly for more than a year, 
since officers began using new radios 
that don’t work in some parts of the 
station or in some parts of town. Just 
this week, on Tuesday night, two cruis- 
ers were sent to search for an officer 
who did not respond to calls on his 
radio from the duty lieutenant. The 
officer was found in the police station 
with his radio on, unaware he was 
“missing.” 

But despite testimony at the 
grievance hearings by five white offi- 
cers of their having had worse radio 
problems, Officer Hickman was the 
first and only officer up until that time 
to be disciplined for such a procedural 
violation.

life as a soldier, where he was wounded 
three times and saw close friends 
killed by enemy fire. 

“It's been 26 years for me since I left 
and I always knew some day I was 
going to go back.” 

On the wall of his modest office on 
Bartlet Street hang photos and memen- 
tos of that time, none more poignant 
than the pencil tracings of two names, 
Frank Doezama Jr. and George 
Kendall Jr., lifted from the wall of the 
Vietnam War Memorial in Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

“One of the things I did is I visited 
the place where those guys died.” 

Mr. Doherty, now an attorney, 
served in combat intelligence in Viet- 
nam from May 1966 to March 1968. He 
had a number of reasons for going 
back. 

“My purpose for going over there 
was both business and pleasure.” 

He has three clients interested in 
doing business there. One wants to 
import rattan, a vine that is a nuisance 
in the jungles there, but is big here for 
making wicker furniture. A second 
client is interested in jewelry and pre- 
cious stones, and a third in buying 
flowers. 

“T speak a little Vietnamese.” 

But none of those were the main rea- 
son for his trip. 

Mr. Doherty, having served with the 
ist Cavalry Division, receives the 
Cav’s monthly newsletter, Saber. 
When he saw an ad looking for former 
members interested in making a trip 
back to Vietnam, he signed up immedi- 
ately, without even telling his wife, 
Denise. 

“T was the second one to sign up out 
of the 30.” 

His group consisted of 30 male veter- 
ans, almost all from the Ist Cavalry, 
and the wife of one of the men, It has 
been illegal for Americans to travel to 
Vietnam, except on officials trips, so no 
Americans could set up arrangements. 
But the government has not discour- 
aged people from going with non-U.S. 
sources, Mr. Doherty said. The group 
he went with has been going since 1987. 

Mr, Doherty said the tone of the trip 
is summed up in the title of a book by 
former Army officer Frederick Downs, 
No Longer Enemies/Not Yet Friends. 

“That covers pretty much what most 
of us felt on the trip.” 

Back to Saigon 

The group left from Seattle, Wash., 
March 81, flying directly to T’ai pei, the 
capital of Taiwan. From there, they 
flew to Ho Chi Minh City, the former 
Saigon. 

“The official name is Ho Chi Minh 
City. Nobody calls it that. Everybody 
calls it Saigon.” 

Vietnam is 1,000 miles long from 
north to south, and just 30 miles wide 
at its narrowest. One of the places Mr. 
Doherty wanted to visit was Nha 
Trang, midway up the east cost and 
where he spent his first nine months. 

The country has two rainy seasons: 
from November to January in the 
north, and May through August in the *

south. During the rainy season up 
north, it can get down into the 40s on 
the coast. 

“That’s the closest they have to win- 
ter,” 

The L.L. Bean thermometer one of 
the guys brought maxed out at 110 
degrees two days. The average temper- 
ature was 100-102 F. And it was humid. 

“Tt’s tough to do anything between 
noon and 8 o'clock.” 

So tough, the French installed siesta 
from 1-3 p.m. during their tenure. 

The water is not drinkable any- 
where in Vietnam. 

“Tt’s like Europe 30 years ago, except 
worse.” 

Public drinking water is their 
biggest problem, according to Mr. 
Doherty. Sanitary conditions are very 
bad, especially outside the cities. Polio, 
hepatitis and malaria are “enormous” 
problems. 

“We all had to take malaria pills 
before we got there. I’m still taking 
them now.” 

Three members of an earlier group 
contracted malaria. Two of four strains 
in the country are resistant to most 
drugs, according to Mr. Doherty. 

Mr. Doherty said he would only rec- 
ommend the trip for hardy travelers 
who are willing to rough it a bit. 

“It’s a tough trip physically. We had 
some tough times rattling around God- 
awful roads in rickety buses.” 

First impressions 

Their escort was Col. Co, a former 
North Vietnamese colonel whose 
brother was killed in an American air 
strike. 

“This was his first contact — with us. 
He’s 67 years old and fought for 46 
years.” 

The groups’s itinerary was 
approved by Saigontourist, the govern- 
ment tour company. Some areas, par- 
ticularly active military bases, are still 
off limits. They spent their first three 
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Former Captain John Doherty, of 
the 1st Cavalry Division, with 
former Col. Co, of the 320th 
North Vietnam regiment. 


days in Saigon. 

Mr. Doherty’s first and strongest 
impression was the terrible problem 
the country has with amputees, most of 
whom seem to be old enough to have 
been victims of the war. But he also 
said that land mines and unexploded 
bombs still maim and kill civilians 
who either stumble onto them or who 
are scavenging for scrap steel. 

“It’s a big problem for them.” 

Servicemen missing in action, 
MIAs, were, and may still be, a prob- 
lem that is misunderstood by both 
Americans and Vietnamese, said Mr. 
Doherty. 

Fifty-eight thousand members of the 
United States’ armed services were 
killed in Vietnam, and 2,500 are still 
listed as MIA. The MIAs were, and still 
are, an issue for Americans. But the 
Vietnamese have 300,000 MIAs of their 
own, according to their government, 
which adds some perspective to their 
priorities. The Vietnamese, eager for 
several years to begin trade with the 
U.S., admit now they never really 
understood how important the MIA 
issue was to Americans, Mr. Doherty 
said. 

“What I took away from my 17 days 
there was, ‘Yankee come back, and 
bring your money.’ You were here once 
before under less than good circum- 
stances. ‘Welcome back, but on our 
terms, and let the past lie.’ ” 

While not wanting to sound like an 
expert after just a short trip, Mr. 
Doherty said the Vietnamese are get- 
ting past what the war and the Ameri- 
cans did to their country, but out of 
necessity. They were a Marxist econo- 
my from 1975 to 1986, when they 
opened up to private enterprise on a 
limited basis. They now have a number 
of joint ventures going on with 
investors from Singapore, Taiwan, 
Hong Kong, South Korea and Japan. 

“The French are coming back in 
limited numbers,” Mr. Doherty said. 
Into the mountains 

From Saigon, the group flew to 
Pleiku, capital of the Montagnard 
Highlands. Vietnam is made up of 
three general geographical areas: the 


1,000 miles of coastal plains, the inland 
plateau of the central highlands, and 
the delta in the very south. 

Montagnard means mountain peo- 
ple and the Montagnards, historically, 
economically and socially, are very 
similar to the American Indians, 
according to Mr. Doherty. 

The group stayed two days in 
Pleiku, “And that’s where we got our 
first shock.” 

The highlands had been rain forest. 

“It was heavily wooded, triple- 
canopied jungle with some trees as 
high as 200 feet — a very scary place, as 
anyone who ever had to patrol through 
it will tell you,” Mr. Doherty said. 
“They cut it all down.” 

Twenty percent of the land surface 
of the country was cut down and 
shipped to Japan as lumber. 

“T’'m talking clear cutting. They even 
took out the stumps.” 

The population of Vietnam has dou- 
bled in 25 years, now totaling 72 mil- 
lion. Vietnam was strapped for money 
and sold the central highlands to the 
Japanese. 

But two other reasons for letting the 
area be cut were the Montagnards and 
armed insurgency. 

The mountain people resist being 
assimilated into modern Vietnam, and 
taking away their land was another 
way to force them into the cities. The 
second reason was FULRO, a French 
acronym for united front of oppressed 
peoples, an armed, organized resis- 
tance to the government that existed 
after the Americans left. The rain 
forests of the central highlands provid- 
ed cover for the armed insurgents. 
They have since been purged from the 
country, said Mr. Doherty. 

Where there had been heavily 
forested mountains now stand rolling 
hills. The elephants, rhinoceros, tigers 
and all the wildlife have been decimat- 
ed. 

“It’s green, but kind of sterile.” 
Return to Hue 

From Pleiku, the group went to Da 
Nang, then to Hue near the old Demili- 
tarized Zone, where Mr. Doherty was 
wounded twice during the Tet offen- 
sive in 1968, and where his two friends, 
the penciled names from the wall, were 
killed. 

“There is almost no record of our 
having been there,” he said. “And we 
were happy. It was a shock, but we 
were pleased.” 

The airfields remain, but all the 
buildings are gone, to scrap or for some 
other use. “Even the areas that we 
defoliated with agent orange have 
grown back.” 

And the runways that remained are 
now used as a place to dry rice. 

“There’s something that was nega- 
tive that’s being used for a perfectly 
peaceful use. 

“It was great to see every rice field 
with rice in it and people were work- 
ing. That wasn’t the case when we 
were there.” 

During the war, Vietnam was 
importing rice. Now it’s the third 
largest exporter of rice in the world. 
Greetings 

The reception the Americans 
received was great, especially from the 
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Back to Vietnam 
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kids. “How well we were received was 
a high point.” 

The tourists brought along gum and 
candy. “I gave all mine to the Montag- 
nard kids,” Mr. Doherty said. 

Mr. Doherty went to the two sites 
where his friends were killed in Hue. 

“That was the emotional high point 
for me, visiting the places where the 
guys on the wall were killed.” 

He visited the compound where he 
was wounded during the Tet offensive 
and where Frank Doezama was blown 
up by a rocket after machine gunning 
31 North Vietnamese soldiers who 
were attacking the compound. It is now 
a military hotel. 

And he visited the site where George 
Kendall was killed by a machine gun 
while walking directly in front of Mr. 
Doherty. The Marine behind Mr. 
Doherty was also hit and “it was just 
luck” that Mr. Doherty wasn’t shot 
also. 

“I came to closure in some sense on 
a lot of emotional issues I’ve” been 
through during the last 20 years. 


Mylai 

The group took a bus to Qui Nhon, a 
major seaport, and traveled a route 
that took them through some heavy 
battle areas, through Da Nang and past 
the site of the Mylai massacre. Mylai is 
where Lt. William Calley Jr., allegedly 
frustrated by booby traps and an 
unseen enemy, led a slaughter of civil- 
ians, killing at least 22 of them, on 
March 16, 1968. 


They traveled west to Khe Sanh, site 
of the last battle for the French in 
Southeast Asia and where the Marines 
took some “fearful pounding,” and to 
the Laotian border and part of the Ho 
Chi Minh Trail. The trail was the route 
used by the North Vietnamese to bring 
supplies south via Cambodia when 
they couldn't go through Vietnam. 

“Phere’s a cemetery there for the 
troops who hiked on the Ho Chi Minh 
Trail.” It has 40,000 graves. The deaths 
were from malaria, snake bites and B 
52 bombings, Mr. Doherty said. 

He asked Col. Co what weapon they 
had feared most. “That’s easy. The B- 
52,” the colonel said. They called it 
“silent death.” 

The planes flew at 27,000 or 36,000 
feet, out of earshot, and dropped bombs 
that caused terrible casualties, both 
physical and psychological, Mr. Doher- 
ty said. They had a “horrendous con- 
cussion effect.” 

Part of his job was to survey the suc- 
cess and results of bombings. He would 
go into sites and see survivors bleeding 
from the ears and the eyes, from the 
concussions. The blasts would leave a 
crater 50-feet wide and 20-feet deep. 

“In parts of Vietnam, they're using 
them as fish ponds.” 


Into the north 

The group went back out Route 9 to 
the coast and north across the demilita- 
rized zone, (the name of which is a mis- 
nomer, Mr. Doherty said), and into 


Vinh Moe, a village just north of the 
DMZ in what was then North Vietnam. 
(The country’ is now all one.) 

Vinh Moe was the last weigh station 
for troops headed south, “and as a 
result this village got plastered.” 

“They built a tunnel system. The 
whole town lived underground for four 
and a half years.” 

Forty or 50 feet underground they 
had a 250 bed hospital and everything 
else that was needed for everyday life. 

“It’s a museum now. They assured 
us that every morning they sent some- 
one through to get the snakes and rats 
out.” 

Vietnam has a big problem with 
snakes, especially pythons, cobras, 
king cobras, krait snakes and bamboo 
vipers, all very poisonous. They won't 
kill a person for the most part. but will 
“make you sick as hell,” Mr. Doherty 
said. 


Hamburgers and Coke 

The groups returned to Da Nang, 
then flew to Saigon in a converted Rus 
sian bomber. 

Members of the tour did find a place 
to buy hamburgers and Coca-Cola in 
Saigon. They also found television, but 
it only broadcast BBC stations. They 
could get the news, but not who won 
the NCAA basketball championship or 
the baseball scores. 

“So there’s a sense of isolation as a 
foreigner.” 

There were other tourists, however. 

“T ran into one guy who has friends 
and relatives in Andover.” 

The man’s name was Dana Hanson, 
and Mr. Doherty met him on China 
Beach. (Mr. Doherty had nothing good 
to say about the television show of the 
same name.) 

“Phere are beautiful beaches, gor- 
geous beaches that the Vietnamese 
almost never use. China Beach is gor- 
geous.” 

There is also both great surf and 
great seafood. 

“The food was surprisingly good. We 
all went over there thinking we'd lose a 
lot of weight. It didn’t happen.” 

But everyone got at least a slight 
case of “Ho Chi Minh’s revenge,” again 
from the poor water and sanitary con- 
ditions, Mr. Doherty said. 


Bringing it home 

Mr. Doherty said he would not rec- 
ommend the trip for young children, 
the elderly or those with medical prob- 
lems because of a lack of good medical 
sare, But if you’re used to traveling a 
Jot, and can rough it a bit, he'd recom- 
mend it. He stayed in some bad hotels, 
but there were some good ones. 

Mr. Doherty said the biggest contri- 
bution the U.S. can offer to Vietnam, 
and the one he thinks they are looking 
for, is medical aid. They need help with 
polio, dysentery, amputees and situa- 
tions Americans don't think about 
much, such as conjunctivitis. Here it is 
a childhood infection. There it causes 
blindness. 

“T think that’s where they're looking 
for our help.”

Patrolman James Moses, the depart: 
ment’s other African American Offi- 
cer, Officer Moses is also now named 
in a class action discrimination suit 
filed against the town by the patrol- 
men’s union for that reprimand. 

For the white officers, there was 
“no disciplinary action, no reports 
taken — nothing,” according to Offi- 
cer Hickman. 

“T am convinced it is a racial 
thing,” Officer Hickman said. 

Sgt. Hashem said Monday night he 
had no comment on Officer Hick 
man’s resignation or the discrimina 
tion suit. 

Official reaction 

Mr. Stapezynski would not talk 
about why Officer Hickman left. 

“He came in to speak to me yester- 
day,” Mr. Stapezynski said Friday. 
“It was a surprise to me, We had a 
discussion as to why he wanted to 
make the move.” 

But he would not say what com 
ments Officer Hickman made to him. 

“I think it’s appropriate that I 
keep my conversation with him con- 
fidential,” the town manager said, 

Mr. Stapezynski did not say why 
the resignation was so abrupt. 

“You'd have to get that from him,” 
Mr. Stapezynski said. 

Nor did the manager know how 
the resignation would affect the dis 
crimination suit. 

“T have no idea. | didn’t ask him 


about the continuation of his MCAD ° 


claim,” Mr. Stapezynski said. He said 
he didn’t think it was appropriate at 
the time. 

Chief James Johnson was on vaca- 
tion last week and this week and 
unavailable for comment on the res- 
ignation or when the town might 
hire a replacement. 


Lt. Froburg said that the chief 


would have to decide whether the 
department would seek an entry-lev- 
el officer, a transfer from another 
department or hire from the reserve 
force. 

“I'm just assuming that he thinks 
that’s a better move for him in his 


career,” Lt.Froburg said Friday of 


Officer Hickman’s resignation.:- “I 
wished him luck.” 

The lieutenant said he did not 
think the resignation had anything 
to do with another disciplinary 
report filed against Officer Hickman 
by Sgt. Hashem two weeks ago, on 
April 12. The lieutenant said that was 
a “relatively minor” incident. 


Grievances 

Despite the problems Officer Hick- 
man had with any specific individu- 
als, Patrolman Craig Poirier, presi- 
dent of the patrolmen’s union, agreed 
that Officer Hickman was in effect 
forced out of his job by the inaction 
of department heads. 

“It’s still the department that 
allowed it to happen,” Officer Poirier 
said. “I think they kind of forced him 
on it.” 

Apart from the discrimination 
suit, Officer Poirier helped Officer 
Hickman file three grievances

against the department for unfair 
and discriminatory practices of his 
supervisors, Sgt. Hashem and Lt. 
Arthur Ricci. 

“The grievances are currently 
pending at arbitration,” Officer 
Poirier said. 

The grievances focus on several 
disciplinary incidents and allege 
some were race related, according to 
Officer Poirier. It came to the point 
where every action Officer Hickman 
made was being scrutinized and he’ 
was being forced to write reports 
about everything he did, Officer 
Poirier said. 

“It just seemed like no matter 
what he did, someone was watching 
him like a hawk. He felt he was being 
treated unfairly and he was at a point 
where he didn’t feel he could do his 
job anymore,” Officer Poirier said. “I 
think it's a waste of a perfectly good 
officer. We lost an asset to the depart- 
ment. I feel it’s a terrible shame, to be 
honest with you. I wish him all the 
best of luck in Lowell.” 

Honored service 

Officer Hickman came to Andover 
from the Fort Lauderdale, F'la., police 
department. He started here on April 
99, 1985, the same day as Officer Lee 
Britton. The two worked the late 
night shift together until Officer 
Hickman moved to the 5 p.m-1 a.m, 
shift about five years ago. 

“He's a real nice fellow. | couldn't 
say anything bad about him,” Patrol 
man Britton said last week after 
hearing of the resignation. “It was a 
real shock to me. We all wish him 
well.” 

Officer Hickman received the 
department's life saving medal in 
1991. He was credited with saving the 
life of an Everett man whose car 
crashed on Dascomb Road at the end 
of the ramp from Interstate 93 north. 
Officer Hickman, on his way into 
work in his own car, Was the first 
person on the scene and adminis- 
tered first aid, opening the seriously 
injured man’s airway and probably 
saving his life, according to witness- 
es. 

The medal was presented by 
selectmen during a ceremony at town 
offices attended by Officer Hickman’s 
wife and three children. 

“The kid is a good officer,” said 
Patrolman Dick Aumais, veteran offi- 
cer on the force. “He was a very good 
police officer - a good worker, a good 
family man. You could always 
depend on him as a backup. It’s a 
damn shame.” 
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Making an 
informed 
decision 


There is one part of the proposed 
overrides of Prop. 2% that we believe 
are the least controversial and most 
definitely warrant a yes vote in the 
May 17 special town election — $12 
million in maintenance projects for 
the schools.

Why, we 
ask, less than three weeks before the 
vote on the override, aren’t all school 
officials and those pushing for the 
overrides able to quickly provide the 
list of $12 million in improvements? 

Yes, officials have been straight 
out, preparing for Town Meeting and 
the schools project, talking with 
architects, getting ready to meet 
state deadlines for reimbursement 
applications, and more. 

We are sympathetic about volun- 
teer officials who are overworked. 
But we believe it is crucial that those 
who wish to see this override pass 
memorize the list of projects that are 
included in the $12 million. That way 
proponents can list with authority 
and conviction the projects covered 
by taxpayers who want the informa- 
tion in order to make an informed

Houses aren’t just places to lie down in

When I was a child, I lived in a 
house in Charlotte, N.C., that was on 
the local garden club’s tour. It had an 
azalea garden 
that meant my 
brother and sis- 
ter and I 
couldn’t play 
baseball in the 
backyard. 

When I was a 
little older, I 
lived in a house 
in Manila, the 
Philippines, and 
it was sur- 
rounded by a wall that had cut glass 
sticking up at the top of it. 

I can remember the house I was 
living in when I had my first girl-boy 
kiss. 

As an adult, I lived in a house on 
the water in Ipswich, before moving 
to Andover. It was a grand house, but 
too much to take care of. In Andover, 
I lived in several apartments before 
settling in the wonderful house 
where I now live. 

I can trace my life through the 
houses I’ve lived in. I can remember 
every bedroom I’ve had, the type of 
stove — gas or electric - in my adult 
houses, and I can remember the 
events that were central in my life 
while I lived in each place. 

There’s an exhibit at Phillips 
Academy’s Addison Gallery of Amer- 
ican Art that triggered my thoughts 
on the houses I’ve lived in, and the 
feelings, smells and looks and the 


emotions that go along with them. 

Called “House and Home: Spirits 
of the South,” the exhibit is of houses 
and homes photographed, painted 
and sculpted by three artists: Max 
Belcher, Reverly Buchanan and 
William Christenberry. I was at the 
Addison Sunday, listening to the 
three artists and Jock Reynolds, 
director of the Addison, talk about 
their work and about homes. 

The exhibit has great meaning for 
me. It’s about houses, and everyone 
has house memories. 

But for me, this exhibit also is 
about serendipity, as Jock Reynolds 
tagged it. Let me explain. 

I am a director of Greater 
Lawrence Habitat for Humanity, the 
group whose charge is to build hous- 
ing with donated labor and materials 
for people who otherwise could not 
afford decent housing. 

About a year ago, Habitat thought 
it would be a good idea to put togeth- 
er a major fundraising gala, and we 
thought the Addison would be a 
classy setting for it. This Habitat 
chapter is entering its 10th year of 
building houses in Lawrence, and so 
we have decided to double our effort 
in house building in celebration. 
Habitat is seeking $95,000 to support 
the 1994 construction of two duplex- 
housing units on a lot on Hancock 
Street in Lawrence. The lot was 
donated by Andover Bank. That 
amount of building, of course, means 
raising the money to accomplish our 
goal of doubling our usual annual 
effort. | 


So I called Jock Reynolds last 
April. 

“Hello Jock, this is Perry. I have 
my Habitat hat on now, not my 
Townsman hat. You know Habitat, 
right? The group Jimmy Carter 
works with? OK. Well, we are think- 
ing of holding a fund-raiser, and we 
were wondering if we could talk with 
you about having it at the Addison in 
conjunction with whatever exhibit 
you'd have there.” 

“What month were you thinking 
of?” asked Jock.

Override’s impact 
on the budget 


Editor, Townsman: 

I would like to respond to several 
mistaken concerns that have been 
raised in this column regarding the 
school building bond proposal. In par- 
ticular I'd like to discuss the impact on 
the operating budget. 

I agree that “we're not adding empty 
space.” The additional space will affegt 
the school system operating budget, 
but the current plan was designed to 
account for and minimize that effect. 
The resources needed to use the new 
rooms fall into three categories. Some 
furnishings such as desks, chalkboards 
and other durable items are included 
in the building proposal costs and will 
be reimbursed by the state at 60 per- 
cent as part of the building. Some 
resources, such as teachers and class- 
room materials (paper, chalk, scissors, 
etc.) relate directly to the number of 
students in the system. We know how 
many students are coming into the 
schools and we will need to provide 
both materials and teachers for them. 
Obviously, each child needs paper and 
pencils or chemicals for chem class, 
and more children requiring materials 
increases the budget for these items. 

Less obviously, we must provide 
necessary teachers since the influx of 
students is greater than a change in 
student-teacher ratio can absorb 
(unless we are willing to accept a seri- 
ous decrease in quality in our school 
system). Also, in the elementary 
schools, we cannot physically fit more 
desks into the classrooms, so increas- 
ing class size in current rooms is not a 
feasible solution. The budget far 
resources that we provide to each stu- 
dent will increase with the growing 
number of students, whether we have 
new rooms to put them in or not. 

Some operating costs may increase 
due to building size. However, the cur- 
rent building proposal was devised to 
minimize that increase. For example, 
rather than create a new elementary 
school which would require a full staff 
of additional administrators, custodi- 
ans, etc., we are adding to current 
buildings to maximize use of current 
personnel and add few, if any, addition- 
al support staff. 

Also, the renovations to the thrée 
buildings were designed to upgrade old 
systems for maximum savings in utili- 
ties, In the High School, for example, 
an old, inefficient, electric heating sys- 
tem will be replaced with a new system 
that will save $40,000 a year in fuel 
costs, even in the new building, which 
is 40 percent larger.

Since the inception of the 
building plan, the school admin- 
istration, the Andover School 
Committee and the Ad Hoc 
Finance Committee have been 
discussing ways to absorb the 
additional costs in the operating 
budget and to keep them as low 
as possible. 

I have been a member of the 
Ad Hoc Finance Committee since 
it began and I came to it a skep- 
tic. After all, very few govern- 
ment bodies have proved worthy 
of our trust, especially where 
finances are concerned. But two 
years and two grueling budget 
processes later, I am convinced 
ofthe financial soundness of our 
school system. I cannot speak 
about any other government 
body in the country and I remain 
skeptical about most of them. 
But all evidence has proved to 
me that those who run our 
schools are remarkably fiscally 
responsible. 

This fiscal intelligence is also 
being applied to the issue of com- 
puter technology. Much of the 
money proposed for a technology 
upgrade will pay for fundamen- 
tal, durable components, espe- 
cially creating a cable and wire 
system in the building walls to 
prepare for future equipment. 
Because computer prices and 
technology are both volatile, pur- 
chase of computers and software 
is being thoroughly researched 
and will be phased in over time. 
The school administration 
knows that we do not want to 
make a large purchase all at once 
and face having the whole pro- 
gram become obsolete at the 
same time. 

However, the longer we wait 
to. start bringing technology into 
dar schools, the more students 
graduate without necessary 
skills: And we may find our- 
selves in the same position in 
several years, with technology 
still changing, prices still fluctu- 
ating and our educational system 
farther behind. Applying intelli- 
gence and common sense to 
phasing ina forward-looking 
technology program is the wisest 
approach to a profound need ina 
volatile situation. 

Finally, I’d like to address the 

lacy that government and 
business are the same and 
should be run and judged by the 
same criteria. A business exists 
to make a profit by selling a 
product and adjusts its finances 
based on the funds it generates 
from customers with enough 
eash to purchase its wares. Gov- 

nment, 


. 


national, has many complex pur- 
poses, not least of which is to 
serve the young, weak or vulner- 
able in society, those by defini- 
tion least able to “pay for” the 
services. For any individual citi- 
zen, a government does not 
deliver quantity of services in 
direct relation to quantity of 
money paid (or at least we hope 
not). Also, because government's 
purposes are so varied and so dif- 
ferent from business, many non- 
financial issues (sometimes 
ethics, occasionally common 
sense) influence financial deci- 
sions. As a result, government 
can neither set nor adjust its 
finances in the same manner as 
business, 

Nonetheless, we do demand 
fiscal accountability from our 
elected and appointed officials, 
and we should. The school build- 
ing plan is one example of a 
sound, responsible, and thor- 
ough proposal.

She says she dares 
to discipline 
her children 


Editor, Townsman: 

It is 2:30 in the morning and 
certain concerns I have about 
some of Andover’s young people 
and their parents have kept sleep 
at bay this night. 

My husband and I are in our 
mid-30s and have a daughter who 
will be 17 this summer and who 
attends Andover High School. 
We have other children who 
attend private schools. 

Every day we expect all our 
children to do their best in 
school and if they do not have an 
after-school planned activity 
such as the YMCA, sports or 
supervised after-school prac- 
tices, then we want our children 
home studying or doing their 
chores. Weekends are for getting 
together with friends or holding 
down a wanted part-time job. 

I understand Andover like 
many towns has a problem with 
where to put all the displaced 
adolescents who want to hang 
out. There was the coffee house 
and now talk of a teen center. 
This is all well and good as the 
needs of these children do have 
to be met since no one else is 
meeting them. 


What we don’t want is our 
children hanging out in town or 
at the library unless they are 
doing reading and/or research, 
taking shuttle buses all over 
town or being at the coffee house 
or someone else’s house where 
parents are not home. We also 
expect our children to let us 


know where they are and if there is a change 
in their plans. We expect them not to lie, 
sneak or be disrespectful to others and to be 
trustworthy. 

I am having trouble understanding why 
some of my daughter’s friends and their par- 
ents find it almost offensive that we have 
high standards for our children. We have 
been called up and asked why our daughter 
was grounded and why couldn’t we change 
our minds? After all, their teen wanted to 
have our child over and the fact that she was 


being grounded was getting in the way. Of 


course, the parent was not going to be home 
either when they did get together. We have 
been told that we don’t give enough freedom 
to our daughter and she should be able to 
just hang out where and when she wants. All 
this from parents that I have never met. 


The parents who cross-examine us as to 
why we are not permissive with our chil- 
dren do not stop with that. Other parents 
who are not permissive and who do not 
expect children to lie, fail school and to take 
off with a devils-may-care attitude have run 
the risk of not only receiving nasty phone 
calls from other parents in the community 
criticizing their expectations for the chil-

Even a rare second chance could not save 
the school choice option from elimination 
via another unanimous School Committee 
decision. 

Following a brief public hearing on the 
issue, the committee repeated its 5-0 Nov. 16 
vote to withdraw from the state school 
choice program. Committee members 
named space limitations and doubts about 
the alleged benefits of the program as rea- 
sons for their decision. 

School choice allows students from one 
Massachusetts community to attend school 
in another. A vote must be taken annually 
by School Committees and reasons must be 
provided to the state when committees vote 
to withdraw from the program. 

“There are some very hidden problems 
with choice,” said Mark McQuillan, superin- 
tendent of schools, in giving his negative 
recommendation. He said that students 
moving to a more affluent system “deplete 
the coffers of those less-able school sys- 
tems.” 

Michael Frishman, 230 Andover St. and

(Continued from page | 1) link for school-to-work transi- 
tions,” said Mr.Thomas. “In 
addition to that, most of our stu- 
dents are going to end up being 
parents. There’s a practical com- 
ponent and there’s also an appli- 
cation to real life.” 

Approximately 10 percent of 
Andover students do not go on to 
college. These courses will pro- 
vide those students with greater 
opportunity for hands-on experi- 
ence to prepare them for employ- 
ment following graduation or 
during summer vacations, said 
Mr. Thomas. 

In addition, despite the reduc- 
tion in available practical arts 
options, there has been contin- 
ued decline in enrollment for 
business-related courses. 

“Tt was the result of numerous 
discussions I’ve had with faculty 


staffing. 

According to Mark McQuil- 
lan, superintendent of schools, 
“the increase that is called for 
here is one teacher.” 

The new courses will help to 
strengthen a practical arts 
department that has been severe- 
ly whittled over the last few 
years. Beginning in the fall of 
1994, these classes will allow stu- 
dents to plan and prepare con- 
temporary cuisine and learn to 
care for children and study their 
development. The childhood 
studies and nutrition courses 
will help to pave the way for stu- 
dents who may want to enter the 
child care or food management 
industries, said Tim Thomas, 
high school principal.

that the town will have to pay for any- 
way, regardless of whether or not the 
school building project passes. 

In a informational column pub- 
jished in the March 17 Townsman, 
Mark McQuillan, superintendent of 
schools, stated: “As of this writing, it is 
estimated that the town of Andover 
will need to invest at least $12M in 
maintenance projects deferred since 
1989 

“Considering the cost of the project, 
$18M, and comparing this to the price 
of not making additions to the three 
schools, the difference is only $6M. 
Krom a cost-benefits standpoint, this 
additional $6M is a decided advantage 
to the town as a whole.” 

School officials have often touted 
this $12 million as one of the signifi 
cant reasons to support the project. 
Under the buildings plan, the $12 mil 
lion in maintenance projects will be 
reimbursed at 60 percent by the state. 

(Because $38.5 million of the total 
buildings plan will be reimbursed at 
this same 60 percent, the project will 
cost the town, as Dr. McQuillan stated, 
approximately $18 million.) 

However, until Tuesday night, an 
itemized list detailing the projects that 
made up this $12 million was difficult 
to-attain.

South School package, and $1,987,700 
for the Sanborn building and grounds 

In his memo to the School Commit- 
tee, Dr. McQuillan refers to the num- 
bers as “the cost breakout for the 
deferred and anticipated capital out- 
lays, code upgrades, and ADA compli- 
ances associated with the building pro- 
gram,” 

The largest project cost at the High 
School is listed at $2.3 million for the 
mechanical system. The electric heat- 
ing system there has long come under 
harsh crilicism and is highly ineffi 
cient. School Building Committee 
members say that even with the addi 
tion of a new gymnasium and science 
wing, the school will still save money 
with the switch to a gas and oil system. 
School officials expect the new system 
to pay for itself in savings around the 
turn of the century. 

As a means of eliminating the so- 
called prison atmosphere created by 
concrete walls, $450,000 will be spent 
on lighting and $225,000 on acoustics. 
For asbestos removal, $405,000 is esti- 
mated, and $400,000 is for replacement 
of furniture and other equipment.

_Lindsey Pearson sits on her pink 
draped bed, surrounded by sports para- 
phernalia. Posters of basketball and 
football players hang on the walls and 
from the ceiling. She is definitely a 
sports fan. 

She is also a star athlete. 

Lindsey, a sixth-grader at Doherty 
Middle School and the daughter of Jim 
and Joan Pearson of 12 Sheridan Road, 
likes to play basketball. And she is 
good, She has the trophies to prove it. 

It all started in fourth grade when 
she asked her dad if she could do gym- 
nastics.

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General equity funds 
drop in first quarter 


The average general equity mutual 


fund fell 3.33 percent in the first quar- 


ter, data released earlier this month 
by Lipper Analytical Services Inc. 
showed, with most of the retreat com- 
ing in the final two weeks. The 
decline, which resulted in positive 
average performance for only four out 
of the 25 equity fund investment 
objectives, was the worst quarterly 
setback for the average since 1990's 
third quarter when the Gulf war and 
the onset of recession resulted in a 
15.68 percent drop 

“The long-expected decline, while 
somewhat painful, is a sign that the 
speculative fever may have finally 
broken,” said A. Michael Lipper, CFA, 
president of Lipper Analytical Ser- 
vices Inc. “Market fundamentals look 
a bit healthier than they did a couple 
of weeks ago, but of course, our 
patients are far from out of danger.” 

Mr. Lipper made these points about 
the first quarter: 

¢ While broad-based, the decline 
was not severe for most domestic 
funds. Among general equity funds, 


the difference between the best invest-

* The resilience of international 
funds may be misleading. “There’s a 
danger some investors may misread 
the relative strength in the interna- 
tional categories,” cautioned Mr. Lip 
per. He noted that the strength was 
concentrated in Japanese funds 
(+17.26 percent), which benefited from 
a favorable currency move, in Euro- 
pean funds (+1.09 percent) and in 
global small company funds (-0.37 per

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Total returns for bond funds ranged 
from a positive 5.13 percent to a nega- 
tive 6,10 percent. Bond funds have 
been showing declining returns for 
two months, since the Federal 
Reserve raised the short-term Fed 
Funds target rate and long-term rates 
began to rise too, During the last 
week of March, long-term interest 
rates climbed to new peaks. 

“Pain was evident in fixed-income 
land,” according to A. Michael Lipper, 
CFA, president of Lipper Analytical 
Services Inc. Particularly painful to 
investors was the loss of some of their 
principal. Principal returns measure 
the capital gain or loss of a bond-fund 
portfolio, not including interest 
earned by that portfolio. 

When interest rates go up, the 
price of existing bonds drops. General- 
ly, the longer the maturity, the more 
severely a rise in rates can affect a 
bond's price. New issues must at least 


be competitively priced and, therefore, 


offer higher coupon rates. 

“Principal losses were as high as 
7.13 percent on insured municipal 
bond funds, the poorest performing 
group,” said Mr. Lipper. “The price 
declines in the quarter are less than 
the income generated. However, bond 
fund investors may find themselves in 
the uncomfortable position of trading 
income for loss of principal.” 

Generally, funds with longer matu- 
rities are more interest-rate sensitive 
and had worse returns. Those with 
shorter maturities dropped less. 
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|Returns fiuctuate for bonds 


Municipal bond funds that held 
longer maturity bonds had a some- 
what steeper decline. Also, a lack of 
bidders on some relatively thinly 
traded municipal bonds has caused 
dealers to reduce their liquidity in 
positions by widening the spread 
between the bid and asked prices. 
“This phenomena typically drives 
prices down further,” said Mr. Lipper. 
Since a portfolio with shorter aver- 


age maturities will suffer less erosion 
in the bond fund’s principal when 
rates are in an upward trend, Mr. Lip- 
per noted that “investors should con- 
sider laddering the maturities of their 
fund portfolio.” Funds are available in 
short, intermediate and longer matu 
rities. funds that have no stated 
maturity range usually will buy 
longer bonds, because those generally 
have the highest yields, but those are 
also the most vulnerable to interest 
rate rises. 

“By laddering, a conservative 
investor will have a portfolio that is 
more heavily weighted in its holdings 
of short-term funds. Conversely, an 
aggressive investor will place more 
weight on the long-term funds.” 

Mr. Lipper made these other obser- 
vations about the quarter: 

¢ The rate of increase of money 
coming into bond funds has declined. 
In a number of cases, e.g. GNMA 
funds and selected single state funds 
had net redemptions. 

* In addition, recently, the bond

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Rolling retirement distributions 
directly into IRAs has advantages 


ne of the simplest ways for a 

person to get the greatest 

value out of a retirement 

plan distribution is to make 
arrangements with his or her employ- 
er to transfer your funds directly to 
another plan or to an Individual 
Retirement Account (IRA). Ifa person 
leaves a job and receives a distribu- 
tion, the employer generally must 
withhold 20 percent of the amount of 
the distribution. Further, one may 
have to pay income tax on the 
amount, as well as a 10-percent 
penalty to the federal government, if 
he or she is under age 59-1/2. 

Whether a person is retiring, 
changing jobs or has lost a job, 
arranging for his or her employer to 
transfer the distribution directly to 
another plan or an IRA offers a num- 
ber of advantages: 

* Uninterrupted earnings on the 
entire sum and on future earnings. 

* Continued tax deferral on the 
entire sum 

* Reduced temptation to spend 
money set aside for your retirement. 

¢ Avoidance of an immediate 20- 
percent withholding requirement 
with possible tax and penalty pay- 
ments. 

Employers generally must with- 
hold 20 percent of most distributions 
when a employee departs if he or she 
do not have the distribution trans- 
ferred directly to an eligible plan. 
There was a time when a person 
could take the entire amount when 
one left, and, as long as the amount 
was transferred into another retire 
ment plan or rolled over into an IRA 
within 60 days, a person could avoid 
any tax or penalty payments. This is 
no longer true. 


Let’s take a look at a few examples. 

1. Robert has taken a new job. His 
share of the retirement plan where he 
has worked for many years is 
$100,000. He does not transfer the 
distribution directly to his new 
employer’s qualified plan, and thus 
he receives $80,000 with $20,000 
withheld. Rather than rolling over the 
entire amount into an IRA, Robert 
spends the $80,000 and now owes tax- 
es on the entire $100,000, plus a 10- 
percent penalty (assuming Robert is 
under age 59-1/2) on the entire 
$100,000. Assuming a 31-percent tax 
rate, Robert owes $41,000 in taxes 
and penalties, 

2. Anne has been laid off and is 
entitled to a $100,000 retirement plan 
distribution from her former employ- 
er. She receives a check from her 
employer for $80,000 and rolls over 
the entire $80,000 within 60 days into 
an IRA. Nevertheless, under the new 
law, Anne owes taxes and penalties 
(assuming she is under age 59-1/2) on 
the $20,000 withheld, Assuming a 31- 
percent tax rate, Anne owes $8,200 in 
taxes and penalties and loses the tax 
deferral on future earnings on the 
$20,000 

3. Ted has taken a new job and is 
entitled to a $100,000 distribution 
from his former employer. He receives 
$80,000 from his employer, and along 
with another $20,000 (derived from 
savings Ted had previously socked 
away) rolls over the $100,000 into a 
new IRA within 60 days. Ted does not 
owe taxes or a penalty, but his 
employer has withheld $20,000, This 
money is later refunded to him after 
he files his tax return, In the mean- 
time, he has missed out on earnings 
that could have accumulated on that 


$20,000. 

4, James is entitled to a $100,000 
retirement plan distribution, But 
instead of taking the money, he 
arranges for his employer to transfer 
the entire amount directly into an 
IRA. The distribution retains its tax- 
qualified status so that he owes no 
taxes on the amount and his money 
continues to accumulate earnings on 
a tax-deferred basis. 

When a person is eligible for a such 
a distribution, one should consider 
the advantages of both a direct trans- 
fer and of investing the distribution in 
a mutual fund offered through a new 
employer's pension plan or through a 
new IRA, which a person can open 
him or herself. Mutual funds make a 
lot of sense when people receive a 
retirement distribution. Why? 

Kase of tracking

Mutual funds, unlike some retire- 
ment plan investment vehicles, per- 
mit you to easily track fund perfor- 
mance. Most major newspapers show 
pricing information on a daily basis; 
most funds also have toll-free tele 
phone lines for easy access to fund 
services and pricing.

Mutual funds automatically send 
shareholders semiannual and annual 
reports which, among other things, 
keep you up to date on investment 
strategy, major portfolio changes and 
levels of investment in specific compa- 
nies and industries. 

Tax and investment records 
Funds send quarterly and annual 
statements which detail earnings dis- 

tributions, record of investments,

Today, the retirement question 
many Americans are asking 
themselves is a sobering one: Will 
I outlive my money? 

Considering that in the U.S., 
the world’s wealthiest country, 87 
percent of retirees live on a yearly 
income of $10,000 or less, this is a 
critical question.

To quickly estimate the level of 
personal investment needed to 
secure a comfortable retirement, 
take this simple test. 

1. Calculate how much income 
that will be needed at retirement. 
(Experts say most people require 
about 75 percent of pre-retire- 
ment income.) 

2. List your anticipated sources 
of retirement income. Estimate 
how much you depend on each 
source to contribute to your total 
income; add these numbers 
together 
3. Subtract the second answer 
from the first. This is the gap 
between goal and reality that you 
should begin closing today, 
regardless of your age or current 
income level.

IRAs play important role in building retirement savings 


Many Americans won't be able to retire comfortable with Social Security and company pension plan 


By Culyer W. Findlay 

Many Americans won't be able to 
retire comfortably with just Social 
Security and a company pension 
plan. An Individual Retirement 
Account (IRA) can play an important 
role in building retirement savings. 
But many don’t take advantage of 
this tax-deferred savings plan 
because of misinformation and mis- 
conceptions. 

To test how much you really know 
about IRAs, try the following quiz: 
True or False? 

1. The most a couple can put into 
an IRA in one year is $2,000. 

False, When one spouse doesn’t 
work or has earned income below 
$250 a year, the couple can con- 
tribute not just $2,000 but $2,250. 
This is known as a “spousal” IRA. 
Almost any combination of contribu- 
tions is permissible, but one spouse 
cannot put in more than $2,000. 

Sometimes an individual can allo- 
cate far more to an IRA in one year. 


With a “rollover” IRA, the amount is 
almost unlimited, An employee who 
receives a lump sum distribution 
from a pension plan can roll those 
funds over into an IRA and not owe 
taxes on the money, This is a good 
place to temporarily house your 
retirement assets until you decide 
exactly what you want to do with 
them, 

2. All IRA contributions are tax 
deductible. 

False. But many people can still 
deduct all or part of their contribu- 
tions. The total $2,000 IRA contribu- 
tion is tax-deductible if (a) you and 
your spouse aren’t covered by a pen- 
sion or profit-sharing plan or (b) your 
earnings are below $40,000 for a cou- 
ple, $25,000 for a single person. Cou- 
ples earning $40-$50,000 and indi- 
viduals earning $25-$35,000 can 
deduct a portion of their IRAs. 

Even if you don’t qualify for a 
deductible contribution, a nonde- 
ductible IRA will still grow untaxed, 
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year after year. 

If you’re age 50, for example, you 
can keep your IRA growing, untaxed, 
until you’re age 70-1/2, 20-1/2 years. 
You must begin withdrawals from 
your IRA by April 1 of the year after 
you reach 70-1/2. 

3. You cannot withdraw money 
from an IRA until you are age 59. 

False. It’s your money, of course 
you can, but generally not without a 
hefty 10 percent IRS penalty. The 
withdrawal is also considered taxable 
income for that year (if it was a 
deductible IRA). 

In certain circumstances, you can 
withdraw money from an IRA, if you 
are below age 59-1/2, without the tax 
penalty, Penalty-free withdrawals 
are permitted if you are disabled. 
There also is no penalty if your with- 
drawals are in accordance with your 
estimated lifespan. 

4, The best investments for an [RA 
are insured fixed- rate investments 
like CDs. 


False. While they may play a role 
in your portfolio, a good argument 
can be made that the further you are 
away from retirement, the larger the 
percent of assets you should invest in 
growth investment stocks. Over the 
years, stocks have returned more 
than bonds or short-term invest- 
ments like Treasury bills. A no-load 
stock mutual fund might be one 
option to consider. 

Whichever investment you choose 
don’t put too many eggs in one bas- 
ket. Diversify. 

5. Once you invest in an IRA, your 
money is locked into that investment 
or investment company. 

False. You can transfer an IRA 
without paying a penalty. If you are 
dissatisfied with your IRAs’ perfor- 
mance, consider moving the assets to 
another fund within the investment 
company or to anew investment 
manager altogether. An easy way to 
do it is to ask your current custodian 
to make the switch for you.

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Nuts and bolts: | 
Introductory information for the new investor 


Before selecting a mutual fund or a 
portfolio of funds, a new investor 
needs first to answer some questions 
about him or herself. What does one 
hope to achieve by investing? What 
kinds of risks is the investor willing 
and able to take on? By assessing 
investment goals and tolerance for 
risk, one paves the way to intelligent- 
ly choosing the right fund mix 

Too often people approach invest- 
ing as a search for the perfect fund, 
that is, one that can be considered a 
good buy for any investor. Unfortu- 
nately, there are no blanket great 
investments, nor are there shortcuts 
to the process of building a diversified 
portfolio. If there are no one-size-fits- 
all winners, then what constitutes a 
good fund? The best answer to this 
question is a personal one: A fund is a 
good investment if it fulfills the goal 
or goals you want it to reach. 

There are no guaranteed approach- 
es to building a suitable mutual-fund 
portfolio; however, here are some 
broad guidelines outlining the ques- 
tions that new investors should ask 
themselves when trying to determine 
what a prudent fund mix is for them 
What are the specific investment 
goals? 

Does the investor have a specific 
goal in mind, such as financing the 
purchase of a car or house, or does he 
have several goals, ranging from the 
short to long term? Short-term goals 
are those that fall within three years. 
Accumulating the down payment for 
an upcoming home purchase could be 
considered a short-term goal. Inter- 
mediate goals fall between three and 
10 years; this could include the 
financing of a child's college educa- 
tion, Long-term goals, such as plan- 
ning for retirement, are 10 or more 
years in the future. Clearly defining 
investment objectives based on the 
time over which the investor wishes 
to invest will help devise an effective 
fund mix, 

Based on a person’s goals, how 
much risk can one prudently 
assume? 

The greater the time a person has 
to invest, the greater amount of risk 
he or she should be willing to tolerate. 
If an investment goal lies far in the 
future, a person can ride out the peri- 
ods of downward fluctuation in an

In assessing a fund, its 
important not to consid- 
er its performance in a 
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aggressive fund that offers the poten- 
tial for high growth. Such invest- 
ments emphasize capital growth over 
preservation of initial investments. If 
the need for the money is sooner 
rather than later, though, a person is 
better off sticking with more stable 
investments that emphasize capital 
preservation in order to avoid having 
the need for the capital coincide with 
a period of depressed fund perfor- 
mance. 

Based on personality, how much 
risk can a person tolerate? 

After objectively evaluating invest- 
ment goals, it’s important not to for- 
get that investing is a.personal pro- 
cess. A person should not select funds 
purely on the basis of dispassionate, 
objective criteria. Investors also need 
to think about their own personality 
and how it relates to investing. For 
example, if the investor is someone 
who lies awake nights worrying about 
the fate of any but the most cautious 
investment, then perhaps the portfo- 
lio should tend toward conservative 
bond funds.

is optimal. On one hand, the more 
funds into which the assets are divid- 
ed, the less harm any single fund 
manager's choices can inflict. On the 
other hand, too many funds are diffi- 
cult to follow conscientiously. Further, 
if one of the investor’s fund choices 
enjoys a period of outstanding 
returns, he or she may want to have 
enough invested in it to make the 
gains significant. 

Keep in mind that any decisions a 
person makes regarding his or her 
portfolio should be reevaluated peri- 
odically as the time horizon on the 
investments changes. For example, 
retirement investing for a 20-year- old 
is clearly a long-term concern, so such 
a portfolio can emphasize many 
aggressive funds. As the time to 
redeem that investment draws near, 
however, it would be prudent to shift 
into more conservative funds or into a 
guaranteed savings account. Putting 
short-term dollars into funds that 
seek primarily to preserve capital will 
ensure having money available when 
it is needed, though it does mean sac- 
rificing growth potential 
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into stock funds 
that are specifical- 
ly geared toward 
cautious investors 
This would allow 
the investor to 
enjoy some of the 
long-term growth 
potential of the 
equity market 
with relatively lit- 
tle risk, 

On the other 
hand, if a person 
enjoys taking 
chances, yet the 
investment goals 
are rather short-term, he or she could 
allocate a modest percentage of the 
portfolio to more volatile offerings. 
This lets investors venture into riski- 
er, more exciting areas without bet- 
ting their future on them. 

In assessing a fund, it's important 
not to consider its performance in a 
vacuum, A diversified portfolio is one 
that offers potential for growth in a 
variety of market conditions. For 
example, an international stock fund 
with highly fluctuating returns could 
alone be considered quite volatile and 
risky. When added to a portfolio of 
domestic funds, though, it could help 
offset potential declines in the U.S. 
market. 

Considering the factors of goals, 
risk and personality, what should 
the portfolio look like? 

Once an investor has identified 
what he or she hopes to achieve and 
the framework in which he or she 
feels most comfortable, the investor

Every investor would like to make 
money without risking loss. Unfortu- 
nately, no such investment option 
exists. Any decisions made about 
money have advantages and disad- 
vantages, The important flip side to 
risk is reward: If a person is willing to 
take some chances, that person great- 
ly enhances the chances of achieving 
high rewards. 

Because risk cannot be avoided, it 
should be managed intelligently. The 
first step in managing risk is to evalu- 
ate various investment options and to 
identify the positives and negatives 
inherent in each. What follows will 
highlight some issues to consider 
when thinking about risk, about 
investing generally, and more specifi- 
cally about investing in mutual funds. 
Putting risk into perspective 

For most investors risk has only 
one meaning: the possibility of losing 
money in an investment. The invest- 
ment world, however, uses the term 
risk to refer to a variety of market cir- 
cumstances. The sources of risk vary. 
Keep in mind that the same variables

to loss also make it likely to grow. To 
help make sense of investment risk, 
here is a brief glossary of the terms 
often used in discussions of risk and 
reward, 
Single-issue risk 

This concept is embodied in the old 
maxim, “Don't put all your eggs in one 
basket.” Ifa person relies on a single 
holding (such as an individual compa- 
ny's stock or a bond), he Pives himself 
little or no cushion should it falter 
Multiple holdings can serve to coun 
terbalance one another. Funds that 
place a significant portion of assets in 
one issue also may suffer this type of 
risk. 
Purchasing-power risk 

If the return on the investment 
does not out pace the rate of inflation 
and taxation, the investor loses mon- 
ey in the form of lost spending power. 
Loss of opportunity 

By tying up dollars in one type of 
investment, a person may miss out on 
others that are garnering higher 
returns. For example, if investments 
are entirely in bonds, a person risks 
missing out on a rally in the stock 
market. 
Interest-rate sensitivity 

If the prevailing interest rate rises 
above the rate of income-paying 
investment, be it a bond, stock, or 
fund, the value of that investment 
decreases because higher-income-pay- 
ing options are available. In the mar- 
ket, an investment paying a rate low- 
er than those prevailing will carry a 
discounted price. Conversely, if inter- 
est rates fall below that of a secured 
rate of an investment, the investment 
will appreciate in value, 
Credit risk 
(and related default risk) 

Independent rating agencies such 
as Standard & Poor’s or Moody’s eval- 
uate the creditworthiness, or the risk 
of default (the failure to meet the 
terms of the bond) of most bond 
issues. The U.S. government is con- 
sidered free from the risk of defauit 
because it can print currency. Munici- 
palities and companies are rated from 
AAA (highest) to D (in default). The 
lower an issue's rating, the greater 
the chance it will default. 
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Call risk 

If bonds you are holding are paying 
coupon (interest) rates higher than 
prevailing interest rates, they may be 
or called — by the

lower coupons, that is, they would pay 
lower yields 
Economic sensitivity 

The stock market is prone to cycli 
cal increases and decreases. In a 
downturn, also known as a bear mar 
ket, stock investments 1n general lose 
value. In bull markets, or times of 
market growth, stock investments 1n 
general flourish. Stocks related to 
markets that are strongly affected by 
the health of the economy, such as 
luxury items, real estate, and indus- 
trial goods, will be more prone to such 
cyclical fluctuations 
Sector fluctuation 

Just as the stock market as a 
whole fluctuates, so do individual 
business sectors. [fan investment 
specifically targets one type of indus 


try, such as natural resources, an eco

Stock-price risk 

Because of inevitable fluctuations 
in the stock market, a stock carries 
the risk that its price will fall, or not

International 
currency fluctuation 
Dollars invested in foreign curren 
cy, or in securities denominated in for- 
eign currency, are vulnerable to price 
fluctuations of that currency relative 
to the dollar. This can lead to losses if 
the value of the U.S. dollar surges. By 
investing in stocks or bonds denomi 
nated in the currency of foreign coun- 
tries, however, an investor can buffer 
an otherwise domestic portfolio 
against a downturn in the dollars — + 
spending power 
Discount/premium sensitivity 
This concept is similar to stock 
price risk. In closed-end funds, a buy

Mutual funds 

Disheartened by lackluster bank 
interest rates, investors in recent 
years have been-wittracted to mu 
funds in greater and greater num- 
bers. In a mutual fund, the dollars of 
many investors are pooled together to 
be invested in a number of stocks, 
bonds, and other securities. (They are 
also called open-end funds because 
they can issue and redeem shares 
continually, making them generally 
open to new investor dollars.) The 
advantages mutual funds offer are 
many. When a person invests in a 
mutual fund, he or she buys shares of 
a Jarge portfolio of securities; the 
investor therefore acquires a degree of 
diversification even with a small ini- 
tial investment. In addition, with a 
mutual fund one buys the services of 
professional investment managers at 
a relatively low cost. Because mutual 
funds may expose their investors to 
the bond and stock markets, much 
higher rates of return are possible 
than in bank savings. 

Inevitably, however, as potential 
for reward increases, so does the risk 
of loss. In mutual funds, no invest- 
ment is guaranteed. Although a diver- 
sified portfolio of securities does offer 
greater safety than single stocks or 
bonds, investors can potentially lose 
money in mutual funds.

Closed-end funds

mutual funds, closed-end funds have 
a few significant differences. Like

Unlike open-end funds, though, the 
number of shares a closed-end fund 
issues is fixed, Once a closed-end fund 
is established and shares are sold 
through an initial public offering, or 
IPO, shares in it must be bought or 
sold on an exchange such as the New 
York Stock Exchange (NYSE) or the 
American Stock Exchange (AMEX), or 
in the Over-the-Counter market 
(OTC). Because the number of shares 
for each closed-end fund is fixed, a 
fund's share price will be 
affected by the demand there is for 
the fund relative to the supply of 
available shares. If a closed-end fund 
is perceived to be an attractive buy, it 
may start trading at a premium to its 
net asset value, that is, the total val- 
ue of assets in the portfolio divided by 
the number of shares.

Because the asset size of a closed- 
end fund is stable, closed-end fund 
managers need not be concerned that 
new assets will flood the fund or that 
existing assets will disappear with 
investor redemptions, An investor 
who wishes to eliminate a closed-end 
fund investment must sell the shares 
to another party, and cannot simply 
redeem shares as in an Openi-e nd 
fund. Therefore the funds may pursue 
small company, emerging market or 
highly concentrated strategies more 
effectively than open-end fund man 
agers might. Those investors looking 
for a fund trading solely in an emerg- 
ing nation such as Mexico, or in a spe 
cific region such as the Pacifie Rim, 
for example, may want to seek out a 
closed-end fund. 

Note: Closed-end funds are not the 
same as open-end funds that have 
closed. The latter are merely ordinary 
open-end funds that have stopped 
accepting new investors.

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Eight basics of 
bond fund investing 


n recent years, as consumers 
have become increasingly 
sophisticated about their 
finances, they’ve invested record 
amounts of money in bond 
mutual funds. This trend is likely to 
continue; bond funds typically appeal 
to disappointed savers seeking to 
enhance their earnings with a rela- 
tively modest increase in risk and to 
the growing numbers of retired 
investors seeking current income 
from bonds in a convenient, diversi- 
fied package. Particularly for those 
consumers moving from money mar- 
ket funds, certificates of deposit and 
other savings vehicles into bond 
mutual funds, it’s important to under- 
stand that, like any other investment, 
bond fund investing entails some risk 
Before examining the eight basics 
of bond mutual fund investing, let’s 
take a quick look at the bonds them- 
selves 
A bond is a type of security, an LOU 
written or issued by, a private compa- 
ny, municipality or government agen- 
cy, When you buy a bond, you are 
lending money to the issuer. In 
exchange for the use of your money, 
the issuer promises to repay the 
amount you loaned (your principal; 
also known as the face value of the 
bond) on a specific maturity date. In 
addition, the issuer pays you periodic 
interest payments, fixed at certain 
amounts, over the life of the loan. 
After a bond is issued by the bor- 
rower, it may be traded by securities 
dealers in what is called the see- 
ondary market (the original transac- 
tion between the borrower and lender 
takes place in the primary market). 
The proceeds of transactions in the 


secondary market accrue to the dealer 


and the investor, not to the company 
or organization that originally issued 
the bond. 

However, the prices at which bonds 
trade may differ from their face val- 
ues because the price or value of a 
bond is closely related to the move- 
ment of interest rates in the economy. 
As interest rates change, so too will 
the value of the bond, So if you need 
to sell the bond before it matures, it 
may be worth more or less at that 
time than the price you paid for it. 

Bonds are typically classified in 
three ways: by the issuing organiza- 
tion, by their maturity, and by their 
quality. 

Issuing Organization. The U.S. 
government sells bonds through the 
Treasury to finance the national debt 
and through various federal agencies 
for special purposes. State and local 
municipalities sell bonds to finance 
schools, hospitals, highways, bridges, 
airports and the like. Corporations 
sell bonds to finance their long-term 
capital projects, such as building new 
plants or offices or buying new equip- 
ment. 

Maturity. Maturity refers to the 
duration of the loan — the length of 
time until the principal is repaid,

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Short-term bonds mature in less than 
two years, although in many cases, 
short-term may be interpreted to 
mean less than one year long-term 
bonds mature in more than 10 years 
Intermediate-term bonds, as the 
name implies, mature between short- 
and long-term debt, For example, a 
Treasury bill has a maturity of one 
year or less, a Treasury note matures 
between one and 10 years and a Trea- 
sary bond has a maturity of 10 years 
or longer. In general, the longer the 
maturity, the greater the interest-rate 
risk, 

Quality. Bond quality refers to the 
credit worthiness of the issuing orga- 
nization — the likelihood that it will 
be able to repay its debt Independent 
rating services, such as Moody’s 
Investors Service Inc, or Standard & 
Poor’s Corporation, publish directo 
ries (available in most large libraries) 
that rate bond quality. A lower rating 
means the service associates a greater 
credit risk with that particular bond 
issue. Only the U.S. Treasury's debt 1s 
considered free of credit risk. 
Differences between bonds 
and bond funds 

Perhaps the biggest difference 
between an individual bond and a 
bond mutual fund is this: because the 
bond fund contains many different 
bonds, neither the dividend payments 
you receive nor the maturity date is 
fixed, unlike the interest payments 
and maturity date of a single bond. So 
you cannot lock in either your princi- 
pal or your payment rate. Let's exam- 
ine this difference and its implica- 
tions in greater detail. 

A bond mutual fund is an invest- 
ment company which has as its sole 
business managing a pool, called its 
portfolio, of individual bonds. 
Investors purchase ownership shares 
in the fund, with each share repre- 
senting ownership in all the bonds in 
the fund’s portfolio. Thus, a pool of 
shareholders owns a pool of bonds. 
Professional money managers use the 
money invested by shareholders to 
buy and sell bonds for the portfolio in 
accordance with the fund’s invest- 
ment objective. Because of the pooling 
of resources and the availability of 
professional money management,

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bond fund shareholders can invest in 
far more bonds than the average 
investor could handle on his or her 
own. You would need to pay $25,000 
for a single Government National 
Mortgage Association (GNMA or Gin- 
nie Mae) bond, for instance, but you 
can invest in most GNMA bond mutu- 
al funds for only $1,000. 

Liquidity is another important dif- 
ference between investing in an indi- 
vidual bond and in a bond fund. By 
law, the bond fund must stand ready 
to redeem (buy back) your shares at 
any time. You may receive more or 
less than your purchase price} 
depending on how the value of the 
fund’s underlying securities has 
changed. In contrast, for an individu- 
al bond, if you invested in it directly, 
you would need to find your own buy- 
er if you wanted to sell it before it 
matured. 

Bond funds can contain many dif- 
ferent types of bonds of different 
maturities and varying quality in 
their portfolios. Risks also vary 
depending on the type of fund. All 
bond funds are subject to interest rate 
risk, and most are subject to credit 
risk. There may be other types of risk 
as well. Each fund’s investment objec- 
tive, the types of bonds it invests in, 
related risks, fees and other informa- 
tion can be found in the fund’s 
prospectus. 

Changing share price (value) 

Like the value of an individual 
bond, the value of a bond fund share 
fluctuates. The current share price 
(known as net asset value or NAV) of 
a bond fund is based on the actual 
value of the individual bonds in the 
fund’s portfolio, recalculated daily. 
The NAV changes as the values of the 
bonds in the fund’s portfolio move up 
or down in response to interest rates. 
The NAV also changes whenever the 
fund’s managers alter its portfolio by 
selling some of its bonds or buying 
new ones. In many cases, the fund 
managers will buy bonds after they 
are issued or sell bonds before they 
mature, Since bond price’ are con- 
stantly changing in response to 
changing interest rates, the funds 
may experience gains or losses as 
bonds are traded and these gains or 
losses are reflected in the bond fund’s 
NAV. 

You can follow changes in share 
price in your daily newspaper. Most 
metropolitan papers publish net asset 
values as of close of the preceding 
business day for many bond mutual 
funds (along with other types of 
mutual funds) in the financial pages. 
In some papers, the NAV is identified 
as the sell or the bid price, the 


amount per share you would receive if 


you sold your shares ( less any 
deferred sales charges). On any given 
day, you determine the value of your 
holdings by multiplying the fund’s 
NAV by the number of shares you 
own. You will also see listed in the 
paper the offering price, sometimes 
called the buy or asked price — the 


price you would pay if you purchased 
shares. The offering price is the NAV 
plus any sales charges. In general, 
when you purchase shares, the price 
you pay will be based on the NAV 
computed at the end of the business 
day on which your order is received. 
This may not be the same price you 
see in the paper on the day you mail 
your check or place your order with 
your broker. 

When you sell your shares, if share 
prices have climbed since you made 
your purchase, you will benefit from 
those gains. Or, if share prices have 
dipped since you invested, you will 
absorb the loss. (The change in a bond 
fund's NAV is not the sole measure of 
the fund’s return dividends and other 
distributions to shareholders must 
also be taken into account, ) 

The risk/reward tradeoff 

In general, when you make an 
informed decision to assume some 
risk, you create the opportunity for 
greater reward, This is a fundamental 
principle of investing known as the 
risk/reward tradeoff. In accordance 
with this principle, a bond fund 
investment offers potentially higher 
earnings because it involves greater 
risk than an investment in a money 
market fund, CD or other deposit 
account. Money market funds attempt 
to maintain a constant share price 
(value) and bank deposit accounts are 
federally insured against loss up to 
certain levels. But bond funds are not 
insured, and share prices, like bond 
prices themselves, fluctuate, creating 
both risk of loss and potential for 
greater reward. 

Yield vs. total return 
Components of 
bond fund earnings 

The total earnings on your bond 
fund investment include two compo- 
nents: income and price appreciation 
or depreciation. The income earned on 
the bonds in the fund’s portfolio 
(interest and any capital gains from 
trading) is passed through to the 
investor, just as you would receive 
interest on a CD or dividends in a 
money market fund. Bond fund 
income payments can be taken in 
cash or reinvested in the fund. This 
component of a bond fund’s earnings 
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is called its yield. 

What determines a bond fund's 
yield? Two major factors affecting 
yield are the quality and maturity of 
the bonds in the fund's portfolio. In 
general, lower quality and longer 
maturity entail greater risk and so 
must offer higher yields. 

But, unlike CDs or most money 
market funds, the price of the bond 
fund can change and the possibility of 
selling your bond shares at a higher 
price than you paid for them explains 
why potential reward is greater, Of 
course, greater reward potential 
means greater risk, i.e., the share 
price may drop as well So in order to 
figure your total return from a bond 
fund investment, you must add or 
subtract any change in the share 
price or NAV to the income you 
received. Price appreciation or depre- 
ciation is influenced primarily by 
interest rate changes in the economy. 
Yield alone — the amount of income 
the fund is generating — is only part 
of the story In fact, it may be possible 
for price depreciation to completely 
offset income earned. 

Interest rate risk 

We've seen that, unlike a deposit 
account or money market fund, there 
is a possibility of share price increas- 
es in a bond fund, in addition to 
income payments, Of course, there is 
also the possibility of price decreases, 
Let’s look at the downside risk. What 
could cause the value of your bond 
fund shares to decline? Bond prices 
are closely related to interest rates. 
When rates rise, prices drop. When 
rates drop, prices rise. Moreover, the 
extent of the change in bond price is 
influenced by the maturity of the 
bond. The longer the maturity, the 
greater the change in price for a given 
change in interest rates. For example, 
a rise in interest rates will bring 
about. a larger drop in price for a 20- 
year bond than for an otherwise 
equivalent 10-year bond, Bond fund 
managers will attempt to lengthen or 
shorten the the fund’s average matu- 
rity (within the fund’s overall objec- 
tive) in anticipation of changing inter- 
est rates. In recent years, interest 
rates on deposit accounts and yields 
on money market funds have 


declined, making bond fund returns 
(yield plus price change) more attrac- 
tive. Of course, should interest rates 
rise again, the value of bond fund 
shares will fall — this is interest rate 
risk, also known as market risk. 

Changes in bond fund prices 
attributable to changing interest 
rates do not reflect on the credit-wor- 
thiness of the bond issuers. If, howev- 
er, their credit-worthiness changes, 
bond fund prices may also change - 
this type of price volatility is known 
as credit risk. 
Credit risk 

Credit risk is another reason why 
bond fund share prices might decline. 
Credit risk refers to the credit-worthi- 
ness of the bond issuer and its expect- 
ed ability to repay its debt. If a bond 
issuer represented in the fund's port- 
folio cannot honor its obligations (in 
which case the bond is in default), the 
fund’s shares may lose value. Howev- 
er, because the fund consists of a pool 
of bonds from an array of organiza- 
tions, the effect of one default on the 
share price of the entire fund is not 
nearly as great as it would be for an 
investor who held only that single 
bond. Along with liquidity and profes 
sional management, diversification is 
one of the chief advantages of invest- 
ing in mutual funds compared to 
investing in individual securities. 
Inflation risk 

Why accept any risk? Why not sim- 
ply accept whatever returns are avyail- 
able on money funds or deposit 
accounts, where the value of your 
principal is generally not subject to 
decline? One answer to this question 
lies in the relationship between inter- 
est rates and inflation rates. If the 
interest you're earning on a deposit 
account falls below the inflation rate, 
you are actually losing purchasing 
power. So, for example, if you are 
earning 4 percent interest, but infla- 
tion is 5 percent per year, even 
though more dollars are added to your 
principal each year, you are losing 
value in the sense that you won't be 
able to purchase as much after mak- 
ing the investment as before, This is 
the effect of inflation risk. To avoid it, 
you would need to move to an invest- 
ment where total return exceeds the 
inflation rate, 
Government protections 

There are no guarantees when 
investing. Bond funds, like other 
investments, are not federally 
insured, But that doesn’t mean there 
are no protections. All mutual funds, 
including bond funds, are highly regu- 
lated by both the federal government, 
primarily through the U.S Securities 
and Exchange Commission, and each 
of the state governments. For exam- 
ple, all funds must meet certain oper- 
ating standards, observe strict anti- 
fraud rules and disclose specific infor- 
mation to potential investors. After 
you invest, funds must provide you 
with reports at least twice a year that 
describe how the fund fared during 
the period covered.

Nature is a wonderful teacher of 
the power of compounding. Plant 
and nurture a single seed of wheat 
and it can produce 100 seeds. 
Repeat the process, and you have 
10,000, 

Similarly, extraordinary things 
also can happen to money if you 
understand the importance of time. 

Consider this: If you were to 
receive your lifetime salary in one 
lump sum, it might well be over 
$1,000,000. However, take away a 
lifetime of rent, mortgage pay- 
ments, groceries, clothing and utili- 
ty bills and your millionaire status 
diminishes significantly. 

Obviously, the best way to 
understand the real value of your 
money is to think of your income in 
terms of how much it will buy each 
month, 

For example, if you put $100,000 
in a safe place and decided to take 
out equal amounts for 35 years, you 
would be able to withdraw $238 
each month, But at the end, you 
would have nothing left. 

Now contrast this with investing 
your $100,000 with a 6 percent rate 
of return, You would receive $487

income a month forever and never 
invade your original principal. 

Now let us look at the savings 
side of this equation: The power of 
compounding over time by putting 
a little in each month for retire- 
ment, 

If you are 20 years old and your 
money can earn only a 6-percent 
rate of return, you can put in 
$38.13 each month from age 20 to 
age 65. Beginning at age 65, you 
can take out $560 each month for 
the next 35 years until you reach 
age 100, Over 
would have put in a total of $20,590 
and you can take out $235,000 from 
age 65 to 100 at $560 a month. 

Simply stated, there are two crit- 
ical factors in the magic of com- 
pounding. 

1. The average annual rate of 
return, 

2. Time. 

Remember, deferring the deci- 
sion to save is costly. Every year 
you delay saving makes the goal of 
financial independence much more 
difficult.

But many people, accustomed 
to Certificates of Deposit (CDs) and 
stock mutual funds, don’t understand 
bonds. 

Aren’t bonds only for the 
wealthy? Not true. High quality tax- 
free bonds should be part of every 
investor’s diversified portfolio. And, 
regardless of your tax bracket, nearly 
every investor can benefit from tax- 
free income. 

If | buy a 10-year bond, doesn’t 
a person have to wait 10 years to 
get my money back?

Bonds are extremely liquid. A person 
can always sell his or her bond prior 
to maturity.

interest over time. The truth is you 
can launch a successful retirement 
program with even modest invest- 
ments, 

Let’s say you're 30 years old, plan 
to retire at 65 and are willing to 
invest just $100 per month for your 
retirement plan. Assume a properly 
diversified investment portfolio that 
earns a modest 10 percent return 
compounded monthly, with interest 


and dividends reinvested. In 35 years, 
you will amass a whopping nest egg of 


$379,664. 

Although it pays to begin early, it’s 
never too late to launch your retire- 
ment program. Virtually anyone with 
a steady income can set aside some 
portion of their earnings for this 
important task. All it takes is disci- 
pline. 

When the average retirement was 


relatively brief, retirees could be con- 
tent to simply maximize the income 
generated by their savings and 
investments. In the 1990s, however, 
retirees who want to protect their 
nest eggs are asking how they can 
maximize the purchasing power of 
their portfolio so that it will not be 
depleted by inflation. 

The answer is to defy the common 
practice of investing solely in CDs, 
money markets and bonds by inyest- 
ing a portion of your assets in stocks. 
Generally, you should select from con- 
servative stock mutual funds that 
have a long-term track record of solid 
growth. The fact is that despite pert- 
odic ups and downs stocks have out- 
performed other investments over 
time.

No investment is totally protected 
from decline. 

One of the first steps is to deter- 
mine what is wanted from an invest- 
ment. This determination should be 
based on three elements: age, lifestyle 
and amount of risk the individual is 
willing to absorb. 

Some things to know 
as one chooses a broker 

The best source for choosing a bro- 
ker has proven to be a personal refer- 
ence: friends, relatives or colleagues 
who have experience with a particu- 
lar broker or brokerage firm. Individ- 
uals also might consult their attorney, 
accountant or a tax professional. 

A stockbroker is an employee of a 
broker-dealer (brokerage firm) which 
is a member of the National Associa- 
tion of Securities Dealers (NASD). 
The firm may also be a member of one 
or more securities exchanges. The 
exchanges and NASD function as reg- 
ulators of the securities marketplaces. 
To qualify for a license, potential 
stockbrokers must acquire knowledge 
of the marketplace and pass a

demanding exam given by the NASD 
on behalf of the securities industry.

What questions to ask 

a potential broker 

Individuals should interview all 
potential broker candidates face-to- 
face. If convenient, visit the firm to be 
sure it is what it claims to be. Legiti- 
mate securities firms work closely 
with federal and state regulators to 
rid the marketplace of unscrupulous 
operations. But, as with anything con- 
cerning money, judgment and caution 
are in order, In particular, be wary of 
“brokers” promising quick and large 
returns or riskless investments. 

During the interview, ask these 
questions: 

* How long have you been involved 
in the securities business and in what 
vapacity? 

* How long have you been a stock- 
broker and what qualifying exams 
given by NASD have you passed? 
There are many different exams 
stockbrokers must take, depending 
upon the kinds of investments in 
which they are involved. For example, 
those involved in equities and general 
securities must pass the “Series 7”; 
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those involved in municipal securities 
the “Series 52”; and those involved 
solely in investment company prod- 
ucts the “Series 6”. 

* Do you specialize in a particular 
product or client? What do you consid- 
er your firm’s area of expertise? 

* How are client-broker problems 
and disputes resolved at your firm? 
Do I need to sign an arbitration 
agreement? 

e What extra services do you sup- 
ply, such as estate planning, and at 
what extra cost? 

¢ How often (how many times a 
day/week/month) do you talk to your 
clients? Do you generally call your 
clients or do you expect them to call 
you? Are you easily accessible to 
answer questions? 

¢ Is there a certain type of client 
you find difficult to work with? 

¢ Who will handle my needs for 
information or transactions when you 
are away? 

¢ What is your general approach: 
long-term investment or short-term 
gains? 

¢ Do you have written material 
about your firm and the products you 
sell? Are these materials free (most 
are) and how can they be obtained so

¢ What kind of perfor- 
mance did you receive on 
your portfolio? 

¢ If anything, what would you 
change about this broker? 

After selecting a broker, what 
then? 

Once an individual has selected a 
stockbroker, schedule another meet- 
ing to define investment terms which 
will be used frequently in conducting 
transactions. It isn’t enough to under- 
stand the basics of investing; the indi- 
vidual needs to be sure he or she and 
the broker mean the same things 
when using industry terms. Annually 
or semiannually, review investment 
decisions and be sure the broker is 
doing a satisfactory job. If there is a 
problem, discuss it with the broker or 
his or her manager.

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Reporting lost securities 


What to do, what happens when securities are lost, stolen 


During the 1980s about $2 billion a 
year of equities, corporate bonds and 
government securities, at market val- 
ue, were reported lost or stolen in the 
U.S., a tiny amount of the $54.8 tril- 
lion marketplace. 

When investors holding their own 
securities discover they have been 
lost, stolen or destroyed, their broker 
should be immediately notified in 
writing. The broker will complete a 
Securities and Exchange Commission 
(SEC) form for 
“Missing/Lost/Stolen/Counterfeit 
Securities” notifying the Securities 
Information Center (SIC), and the 
transfer agent, the securities are 
missing. The investor should receive a 
copy of the form from the broker, the 
copy should be kept in a safe place 
until the certificate is found or reis 
sued : 

SIC maintains a central databank 
which receives and processes reports 
and inquiries about missing and 
stolen securities. It was established 
by the SEC in 1977 to reduce traffick 
ing in lost, stolen and counterfeit 
securities. SIC is 
Thompson Financial Services, 


maintained by 

a pri 
vate organization, under contract 
from the SEC, until September 1995 
A transfer agent, usually a bank, is 
the organization appointed by a cor 
poration or other issuer to maintain 
the names of registered stockholders 
and the number of shares owned 


They are ultimately responsible for 
reissuing certificates. If an investor 
doesn’t have a broker, a lost or stolen 
securities report can be filed directly 
with the transfer agent responsible 
for the certificate. The name of the 
transfer agent is usually included in 
annual and interim reports from a 
corporation. 

All brokerage firms and banks are 
encouraged by regulators to contact 
the SIC database before completing a 
transaction. However, a firm or bank 
isn’t required to check with the SIC 
unless the market value of the trans- 
action is more than $10,000 

While there isn’t a mandatory pro- 
cedure regarding inquiries into lost or 
stolen securities, most institutions do 
check to avoid incurring possible loss- 
es for themselves and their cus- 
tomers 

When an inquiry into SIC matches 
a lost, stolen or counterfeit security, 
commonly referred to as a “hit,” the 
data bank provides the inquiring 
financial institution with the name, 
address, and telephone number of the 
institution which originally reported 
the loss. The institution reporting the 
loss is also notified, as is the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation if the report 
suggests criminality was involved 

Sefore a security is reissued, the 
investor usually is required to pur- 
chase a surety or indemnity bond

Defining mutual fund ca 


Following are mutual fund cate- 
gories as defined by Morningstar Inc. 
in the 5-Star Investor User’s Guide 
and some broad risk and reward con- 
siderations for each. 

With a few exceptions, short-term 
bond funds are the safest, most con- 
servative type of mutual fund. A 
short-term bond fund’s portfolio is 
made up of government or corporate 
bonds that have an average maturity 
of less than four years. Because these 
funds buy primarily high-quality 
bonds and maintain short-term goals, 
they are less vulnerable to interest- 
rate sensitivity or to bond default 
than are longer-term bond funds. Pre- 
serving invested capital is their high- 
est priority. Objectives in this catego- 
ry include: corporate bond general, 
corporate bond — high quality, govern 
ment bond — adjustable-rate mortgage 
(ARM), government bond — general, 
government bond — Treasury, and 
short-term world income 

Limited-term bond funds provide 
stability in a portfolio. Their general- 
ly modest returns, however, do not 
make them the best choices for long- 
term investing 

Not all limited-term bond funds are 
tame investments. ARM funds and 
short-term, world-income funds are 
two new classes of limited-term bond 
funds that employ somewhat riskier 
strategies, Adjustable-rate mortgage 
funds invest in long-term mortgages 
but the coupon rates of the bonds are 
adjusted periodically in accordance 
with current interest rates Short 
term, world-income funds engage 1n 
cross-hedging of foreign currencies 1n 
an effort to reduce international cur- 
rency risk. Because they have never 
weathered a complete economic cycle, 
the performance of these two invest- 
ment approaches in the long term 1s 
uncertain. In particular, 1992's inter- 
national currency crisis has called 
into question the soundness of the 
cross-hedging approach of short-term 
world-income funds. 

Municipal-bond funds hold bonds 
issued by state, city or other local gov- 
ernments. They are all exempt from 
federal taxes and many are also 
exempt from state and local taxes. 
Generally these bond funds have risk 
levels slightly higher than those of 
limited-term bond funds. Municipal- 
bond funds are attractive for 
investors who want tax-exempt earn- 
ings and for those who depend on cur- 
rent income, Yields here tend to be 
higher than those from limited-term 
bond funds because of their longer 
bond maturities. This increased 
maturity does lead to greater inter- 
est-rate sensitivity. 

Although municipal bonds rarely 
default, there are a number of risks 
associated with them that can lead to 
mild short-term losses. Municipal- 
bond funds can be compared by look- 
ing at their average coupons, their 
average maturity and the average 
credit quality of the bonds in the port- 
folio: If the average coupon is higher 
than prevailing interest rates, the

bonds may be subject to call risk 
Longer maturities carry greater risk 


from exposure to interest-rate fluctua- 


tions, but offer the greatest potential 
for gain, Funds with low credit quali 
ty are more likely to incur losses from 
defaults than are funds with higher 
average credit ratings. Lower credit 
quality often acts as a cushion to 
interest-rate sensitivity because such 
bonds carry higher yields 

Investment-grade bond funds are 
high-quality, longer-term bond funds 
These are appropriate for long-term 
fixed-income investors. This category 
includes both U.S, government- and 
corporate-bond funds. 

When evaluating these funds, keep 


in mind that only corporate funds face 


credit risk because the U.S, govern 
ment does not allow any of its securi- 
ties to default. All funds in this cate- 
gory face interest-rate risk; the lower 
their average weighted coupon, the 
higher the interest-rate sensitivity 
Additionally, as the average weighted 
maturity increases, so does the fund's 
volatility. Such risk is more greatly 
felt in time of rising interest rates. 

Specialty bond funds are similar to 
other bond funds in that they provide 
regular income, They become more 
aggressive by taking on specific forms 
of additional risk, High-yield (some- 
times called junk) and convertible 
bonds, for example, are directly or 
indirectly linked to the performance 
of an issuer's stock; they contain an 
element of equity exposure. Interna- 
tional bonds are denominated in for- 
eign currency, exposing them to 
changes in valuation relative to the 
dollar, Because specialty bond funds 
contain a wide variety of aggressive 
bonds, you can choose the kind of risk 
you are willing to incur if you are 
looking for such an aggressive offer- 
ing. High-yield funds incur high cred- 
it-quality risk as well as the prospect 
of high levels of income. A world bond 
fund, on the other hand, carries risk 
of currency fluctuation. 
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These funds are not appropriate as 
cornerstones for any but the most 


aggressive fixed-income portfolios 
However, they can add an aggressive 
edge toa diversified portfolio 

Hybrid funds are those that gener 
ally invest in a combination of stocks 
and bonds. Some funds in this catego 
ry may be useful for those who can 
invest in only one or very few mutual 
funds. The hybrid category includes 
three objectives: asset allocation, bal 
anced and income 

Jecause hybrid funds include expo 
sure to both bonds and stocks, 
changes in either market affect these 
funds less dramatically than they do 
funds invested largely in one market 
or the other. Hybrid funds rarely offer 
chart-topping returns, but their diver 
sification protects them from the 
biggest losses as well 

Not all hybrid funds are as stable 
as others. When evaluating hybrid 
funds, look at their composition and 
fund-objective information, The com 
position will tell whether such a fund 
is presently invested more heavily in 
stocks, bonds, other types of securities 
or in an even mixture of all three. 
Risk is also another factor to take into 
consideration. Looking at its objective 
will tell whether a fund is a balanced 
fund that tends to keep its assets 
invested in fixed percentages of 
stocks, bonds and cash, or an asset- 
allocation fund, in which the manager 
can more dramatically change the 
composition based on market condi- 
tions. 
Stock funds 

Conservative stock funds often 
moderate their stock exposure with 
some bonds or cash. Their stock hold- 
ings tend toward those of large or 
medium-size companies and of low or 
moderate price. The total returns of 
these funds are derived more from 
distributions (stock dividends or capi- 
tal gains) than are those of more 
aggressive stock funds. As a result, 
the returns, on average, fluctuate less

dramatically than those of core or 
aggressive funds. 

Core stock funds are those that are 
appropriate as equity holdings for the 
portfolios of the broadest range. Core 
funds typically include the following 
objectives: aggressive growth, equity 


income, foreign stock, specialty-finan 
cial, specialty-health, specialty-natu 
ral resources and world stock 

Funds in the core category demon 
strate greater volatility of yearly total 
returns than do those in the conserva- 
tive category, but in the long term 
they offer higher average returns 
Yield percentages vary quite a bit in 
the core group. Some funds emphasize

already-diverse portfolio. Funds in 
this category focus on emerging com 
panies, hot sectors or established o1 
emerging international market 
These areas can offer the greatest 


potential gains, but because many of 


the companies and markets involved 
are untested, the potential for loss 1s 
great also, For example, a precious 
metals fund can help mitigate losses 
in times of inflation, but such funds’ 
returns may languish during periods 
of economic growth, |Editor’s note: 
Morningstar distinguishes between 
conservative, core and aggressive | 
stock funds based solely on risk. | 

The returns of many of these funds 
fluctuate in opposition to those of 
more conservative funds, for example, 
a gold fund may rally when other 
equity funds are lagging. Aggressive 
funds can therefore reduce the overall 
volatility of an investor’s portfolio. 
Because this category comprises an 
array of fund objectives, a person 
should look closely at the objectives 
and sector weightings to get a clearer 
picture of what each fund is setting 
out to accomplish. 
Closed-end funds 

When evaluating closed-end funds, 
consideration of the percentage pre- 
mium or discount denotes whether 
market sentiment is causing the fund 
to trade above or below its net asset 
value. Risk varies greatly among 
closed-end funds. 
Stock fund objectives 

Different types of funds have differ- 
ent type of objectives. Objectives 
include the rate of growth, where 
assets are invested, as well as risk. 
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Here is a list of stock fund objectives 
to help investors understand the dif: 
erent types that are available. 
Aggressive Growth seeks rapid 
growth of capital, often through 
investing in smaller companies and 
using investment techniques involy 
ing greater-than-average risk. A com- 
mon technique among such funds is 


frequent trading; less commonly these 


funds employ short-selling or leverag- 
ing. This objective applies only to 
open-end funds 

Domestic Equity seeks capital 
appreciation by investing primarily in 
U.S. equity securities. The category 
includes a broad range of funds, from 
traditional growth-stock funds to 
small-company fund 
tor funds. These funds may engage in 
aggressive techniques such as short 
selling and leveraging their assets, or 
they may have relatively conservative 
charters that call for less-risky man 
agement. This objective applies only 


to specialty-sec 


to closed-end funds 

Equity-Income seeks current 
income by investing at least 50 per 
cent of its assets in equity securities 
with above-average yields. These 
funds tend to be conservative, invest 
ing primarily in medium-size and 
large companies that pay larger divi 
dends. This objective applies only to 
open-end funds 

Europe Stock generally invests at 
least 65 percent of its assets in equity 
securities of Buropean issuers. This 
objective applies to both open- and 
closed-end funds 

Foreign Stock invests in equity 
securities of issuers located outside 
the U.S., except during periods of 


adverse conditions in foreign markets. 


In such times, they may seek alterna 
tive securities such as cash, domestic 
equities and bonds. This objective 
applies only to open-end funds. 

Growth seeks capital appreciation 
by investing primarily in equity secu- 
rities of companies whose earnings 
are expected Lo grow al an above- 
average rate. Current income, if con- 
sidered at all, is a secondary objec- 
tive. Growth is the largest objective 
category. This objective applies only 
to open-end funds. 

Growth and Income seeks 
growth of capital and current income 
as near-equal objectives by investing 
in equity securities with above-aver- 
age yields and some potential for 
appreciation. This objective applies 
only to open-end funds. 

Latin Stock seeks capital appreci- 
ation by investing primarily in Latin 
American equity securities. This 
objective applies only to closed-end 
funds. 

Pacific Stock invests primarily in 
issuers located in the Pacific Basin, 
such as Australia, Hong Kong, Japan, 
Malaysia and Singapore. This objec- 
tive applies to both open- and closed- 


end funds. 

Small Company secks capital 
appreciation by investing primarily in 
stocks of small companies, as deter 
mined by market capitalization. This 
objective applies only to open-end 
funds 

Specialty-Financial secks capital 
appreciation by investing primarily in 
equity securities of financial-services 
companies, including banks, broker- 
age firms and insurance companies 
This objective applies only to open- 
end funds 

Specialty-Health secks capital 
appreciation by investing primal ily in 
equity securities of health-care com 
panies, including drug manufactur- 
ers, hospitals and biotechnology 
firms. This objective applies only to 
open-end funds 

Specialty-Natural Resources 
seeks capital appreciation by invest- 
ing primarily in equity securities of 
companies involved in the exploration 
for, distribution of, or processing of 
natural resources. This objective 
applies only to open-end funds 

Specialty-Precious Metals secks 
capital appreciation by investing pri- 
marily in equity securities of compa 
nies engaged in the mining, process 
ing or distribution of precious metals 
This objective applies only to open 
end funds 

Specialty-Technology secks capi- 
tal appreciation by investing primari 
ly in equity securities of companies 
engaged in the development, distribu 
tion or servicing of technology-related 
equipment or processes. This objec 
tive applies only to open-end funds 

Specialty-Utilities seeks capital 
appreciation by investing primarily in 
equity securities of public utilities 
This objective applies only to open- 
end funds 

World Stock. Open-end world 
stock funds invest primarily in equity 
securities of issuers located anywhere 
throughout the world, but maintain a 
percentage of assets (normally 25 per- 
cent to 53 percent) in the U.S. For 
closed-end funds, the world-stock cat 
egory is broadly defined as those equi- 
ty funds that invest globally. 

Asset Allocation seeks total 
return, placing top priority on the 
decision regarding which types of 
securities will be held, often based on 
an analysis of business-cycle trends. 
Frequently, separate managers will 
handle each class of security (for 
example, stocks, bonds, and cash), 
and another manager will oversee the 
process of determining the percentage 
of assets each sector receives. This 
objective applies only to open-end 
funds 

Balanced secks total return by 
investing in a relatively fixed combi- 
nation of stocks, bonds and cash, In 
general, these funds hold a minimum 
of 25 percent in stocks and 25 percent 
in bonds at any time. This objective

That “bond” essentially is an insur- 
ance policy to protect the issuer and 
potential buyers in case the “lost” 
security is redeemed or sold. Once 
reported and the necessary “bond” 
acquired, the investor will receive 
from the broker or insurance agent an 
affidavit of loss which must be filled 
out, notarized and returned. 

The cost of a surety bond is usually 
2 percent to 4 percent of the market 
value of the stock or the bond, minus 

"any bond coupon payments already 
made, Thus, a certificate with a mar- 
ket value of $10,000 could cost about 
$300 to replace. 

Replacement of a certificate usually 
takes two weeks to four months, 
depending on verification and other 
requirements. During this time, the 
security can't be sold.

Convertible Bond invests pri- 
marily in bonds and preferred stock 
issued by companies that can be con- 
verted into common stock of those 
companies, This objective applies to 
both open- and closed-end funds. 

Corporate Bond-High Yield 
seeks income by generally investing 
65 percent or more of its assets in cor- 
porate-issued bonds rated below 
investment grade, or BBB. Although 
they are bond funds, high-yield funds 
function like both taxable-bond funds 
and equity funds. This is because the 

. bonds’ prices are affected not only by 
interest rates, but also by the perfor- 
mance of the underlying companies. 
Thus, they are placed and rated in 
the hybrid category, This objective 
applies to both open- and closed-end 
funds. 

Income. Invests in both equity 
and fixed-income securities primarily 
for the purpose of realizing current 
income. These funds will generally 
not invest more than 50 percent of 
their assets in equities. This objective 
applies to both open- and closed-end 
funds. 


World Bond seeks current income, 


with capital appreciation as a sec- 
ondary objective, by investing primar- 
ily in bonds notdenominated in U.S. 
currency. These bonds are frequently 
issued by foreign governments. This 
objective, also commonly referred to 
as International Bond, applies to both 
open- and closed-end funds. 

Corporate Bond-General seeks 
income by investing in fixed-income 
securities, primarily corporate bonds 
of various credit ratings, though most 
often of investment grade. This objec- 

, tive applies to both open- and closed- 
end funds. 

Corporate-Bond-High Quality 
seeks income by investing in fixed- 
income securities, at least 65 percent 
of which are rated A or higher. This 
objective applies only to open-end 
funds. 


Government Bond-Adjustable- 
Rate Mortgage seeks income by gen- 
erally investing at least 65 percent of 
its assets in mortgage-backed securi 
ties, such as bonds issued by the Gov- 
ernment National Mortgage Associa- 
tion (GNMA), the Federal National 
Mortgage Association (FNMA) or the 
Federal Home Loan Mortgage Corpo- 
ration (FHLMC). These bonds are 
guaranteed by the U.S. Government. 
This objective applies only to open- 
end funds. 

Government Bond-General 
seeks income by investing in a blend 
of mortgage-backed, U.S. Treasury 
and agency securities. 

Government Bond-Treasury 
seeks income by generally investing 
at least 80 percent of its assets in 
U.S. Treasury securities; these are 
considered to be the safest of all non- 
money market, mutual-fund invest- 
ments. This objective applies only to 
open-end funds. 

Short-Term World Income seeks 
income and a stable net asset value 
(NAV) by investing primarily in vari- 
ous non-U.S.-currency denominated 
bonds, usually with an average matu- 


rity of three years or less. These funds 


seek higher yield than a money-mar- 
ket fund and less fluctuation of NAV 
than a world bond fund and may 
engage in substantial hedging strate- 
gies to reduce NAV fluctuation. This 
objective applies only to open-end 
funds. 

Municipal Bond-National seeks 
income by investing primarily in tax- 
free bonds issued by states or munici- 
palities. This objective applies to both 
open- and closed-end funds.

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Right kind of | 
discipline gives 
long-term 
investors a 
distinct edge 


A little discipline can go a long 
way toward preventing motion sick- 
ness in a bucking, swaying market. 
In fact, the right kind of discipline 
can give long-term investors a dis- 
tinct edge. 

The surest way for individual 
investors to maintain discipline is 
to rely on a plan, One plan that 
works well, especially when securi- 
ties prices are turbulent, is dollar- 
cost averaging. Many experts con- > 
sider dollar-cost averaging ideally 
suited for mutual fund investors 
with long-term goals, such as fund- 
ing retirement or college. 

With prices fluctuating over the 
span of time that one is buying 
shares, an equal amount of dollars 
buys more shares when prices are 
low than when prices are high. By 
following the plan, an investor is 
less likely to panic in a declining 
market, because his or her dollars 
are buying more shares. In a rising 
market, the investor derives satis- 
faction from the fact that the aver 
age cost is below the current price 
of the shares. 

Many mutual funds will help 
individuals take advantage of dol 
lar-cost averaging by assisting them 
in arranging for automatic transfers 
in fixed amounts at regular inter- 
vals from savings or checking 
accounts to purchase fund shares

cent), Smaller, less liquid stocks in 
these portfolios may not have traded 
in this downturn, so fund net asset 
values have yet to reflect their dimin- 
ished worth.

¢ The steepest falls came in sectors 
that had attracted the most cash in 
recent years. In the international cat- 
egory, this included Pacific region 
‘tunds (-11.51 percent) and emerging 
market funds (-7.78 percent) and in 
the domestic categories, utility funds 
(-6.87 percent). 

“We have another lesson here in 
the perils of chasing performance,”

Unit Investment Trusts increase deposits 


Unit Investment Trusts, invest- 
ment companies that purchase fixed 
portfolios of selected bonds or stocks, 
increased their deposits through 
offerings in February of $796.7 mil 
lion, fora total of $1.92 billion in 
1994, compared with $1.65 billion in 
1993, according to statistics compiled 
by the Investment Company Insti- 
tute 

Tax-free bond trusts issued share 
in February with deposits of $403 
million, for a total of $617.7 million in 
1994, compared with $938.1 million 
in 1993. Shares issued by taxable 
bond trusts reached $105.7 million in 


February for a total of $230.8 million 
in 1994, compared with $282.6 mil 
lion in 1993. Deposits to,equity trusts 
totaled $288 tnillion in February, for a 
year-to-date total of $1.07 billion, 
compared with $426.8 million for 
1993 


There were 68 new tax-free bond 
trusts issuing shares in February, 
three new taxable bond trusts and 
four new equity trusts 

In terms of maturity, long-term 
bond trusts with an average weighted 
maturity of more than 15 years were 
the most commonly offered in Febru 


ary with $370.3 million in sharehold-

market attracted some highly lever 
aged players including hedge funds

“Nervous investors should consider

He observed that the winning 
funds in the first quarter employed a 
broad array of strategies. The diversi- 
ty can be seen in the 25 top perform- 
ing funds in the first quarter, which 
come from seven different investment 
objectives. By contrast, the 25 bottom- 
performers came from only four 
investment objectives. 

“Clearly, there were a number of 
ways to make money in the first quar- 
ter, but only a few ways to lose it,” Mr. 
Lipper said, 
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Frequently overlooked 
facts about mutual funds 


¢ The term “mutual fund” is not 
synonymous with the stock market. 
Total mutual fund industry assets are 
nearly evenly divided among stock 
funds, bond funds and money market 
funds. Of the $2.1 trillion in fund 
assets at the end of Dec. 1993, bond 
funds held $761 billion, stock funds 
held $749 billion, and assets of money 
market mutual funds totaled $565 bil- 
lion. 

* The so-called “boom” in mutual 
funds did not begin in 1993 or even in 
the 1990s. Fund assets increased 
steadily and strongly during the 
decade of the 1980s, from approxt- 
mately $95 billion at the beginning of 
1980 to approximately $1 trillion in 
early 1990 

¢ However, an increase in mutual 
fund assets is not the same as an 
increase in cash inflow. For instance, 
assets of stock and bond funds com- 
bined increased by $942 billion from 
1990 to the end of 1993, but only $506 
billion of that total represents cash 
inflows, or “net new sales.” The 
remaining $436 billion is the result of 
the earnings and appreciation (rising 
values) of all existing stock and bond 
fund portfolios. 

* Despite the frequent publicity 
accorded to some of the industry’s 
younger portfolio managers, Morn- 
ingstar reports that the average age 
of all mutual fund portfolio managers 
is slightly over 44 years. 

¢ Most of the new money moving 
into mutual funds is not coming from 
CDs. Moreover, contrary to frequent 
(but incorrect) reports, most of the 
people investing in mutual funds are 
not new to funds, but already own 
funds or other investments. Moreover, 
according to several studies, only a 
relatively small percentage of fund 
purchases during the past two years 
have been financed by deposit account 
withdrawals. 

¢ Despite what has sometimes 
been written, there were no massive 
liquidations of holdings by stock 
mutual fund managers or sharehold- 
ers on Oct. 19, 1987. On that date, 
only 2 percent of stock fund assets 
were redeemed by shareholders, while 
two-thirds of the redemptions were 
handled from the existing cash posi- 
tions of stock funds. The cash posi- 
tions served as a “buffer” and pre- 
vented greater selling of shares into a 
falling market. 

e Another common misconception 
is that mutual funds dominate the 
U.S. stock market. In fact, the funds 
hold only 10.6 percent of the nation’s 
$6 trillion in corporate equities. 
According to the latest Federal 
Reserve flow-of-funds statistics (for 
the third quarter of 1993) the mutual 
fund industry’s total holdings of cor- 
porate equities amounted to $637 bil- 
lion. Far bigger shares of the market 
were held by the household sector 
($3.02 trillion, or 50.3 percent) and 
the private pension plans ($1.04 tril- 
lion, or 17.3 percent). State and local 
government pension plans held

¢Although mutual funds are not 
guaranteed or insured, mutual funds 
are heavily regulated under Federal 
and state securities laws, especially 
the Investment Company Act of 1940 
No mutual funds have “collapsed” or 
“sone bankrupt” since the 1940 Act 
was passed. 

¢ Much of what is invested in 
mutual funds is long-term money 1n 
retirement plans: IRAs invested in 
mutual funds amount to an estimated 
$983 billion (December 1993); defined 

contribution retirement plan invest 

ments in mutual funds at the end of 
1992 amounted to $126.1 billion; and 
other types of retirement plans 
amounted to $33.5 billion. A substan- 
tial portion of the money that went 
into mutual funds in 1993 was placed 
in various pension and IRA accounts 

¢ Factors contributing to the mutu- 
al fund industry’s current success 


include the maturing of the 77 million 


baby boomers; relatively low interest 
rates which have encouraged 
investors to seek long-term invest- 
ment alternatives; the rise of defined 
contribution retirement plans; 
increasing sales of mutual funds 
through banks; large numbers of 
involuntary lump-sum distributions 
to participants in pension plans when 
they have changed jobs; preliminary 
indications that personal saving may 
be beginning to increase; and the fact 
that many Americans have become 
increasingly aware of, and comfort- 
able with, mutual funds. 

e A substantial amount of mutual 
fund assets are in the form of munici- 
pal bond funds, which invest in the 
debt offerings of state and local gov- 


ernments. Therefore, these funds play 


a vital role in funding public services 
and infrastructure. The national and 


single-state muni bond funds together 


accounted for about $254 billion, or 
one-third of a long-term bond fund 
assets at the end of 1993. In addition, 
tax-exempt money market funds held 
about $109 billion in short-term 
municipal issues. : 

¢ Mutual fund shareholders are 
not the “rich”. Their median house- 
hold income is $50,000, meaning that 
one-half have incomes below that fig- 
ure.
